THE OUTLOOK FOR CENTRAL AND 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


S acram en to th e G reat N a tu ra l C om ­ 
m ercial C en ter— tvarrounding 
C ou n ties—In lOOO, W h a t ?

2, IS».] 
The completion of ‘itiis building and the 
inauguration of this fiermancrrt exhibition 
m arks another steji in th e pMgress of this 
section of California. 
W hen we reflect for 
a moment on w kat Southern California 
was ten years ago, and w hft, by energy ansi 
proper advertising effort,she has made of 
herself to-day 
when we«ee the wonderful 
development now progressing on the vast 
plains of Tulare and Fresno, and reiuein 
her that a few years ago much of the land 
■now found to he so productive and valua­ 
ble was then considered desert land and 
worthless, we are forced to realize what, 
it would seem, ought to have forced itself 
on our minds twenty years ago, namely, 
that we in this section have everything to 
attract and hold the immigrating m ulti­ 
tudes of the East, and that it was tim e that 
we were taking some emphatic method of 
attracting attention to the fact. 
Three years ago the first citrus fair ever 
held in N orthern California was conceived 
and successfully carried out in Sacramento, 
i t succeeded far beyond the expectations of 
its promoters, the result being tc develop 
the fact that citrus fruit-growing all over 
th e country was much more extensive than 
had been generally supposed ; it was found 
that from Shasta to Stanislaus the very 
finest oranges and lemons were produced. 
This was a revelation to our people, and it 
is not strange that it stimulated many 
fruit-growers to plant orange trees. 
The 
following yrar the second citrus fair was 
held in Sacramento, on a very much larger 
scale than the first. 
This eflort succeeded 
more generally than the first in calling the 
attention of our own people to the adapta­ 
bility of our soil and climate to the growth 
of this class of fruits. 
It was my good 
fortune, in company with Mayor Gregorv, 
to be sent to Chicago, in charge, with 
other gentlemen, of the rem nant of our 
second citrus display, and our success in 
attracting the attention of the people of 
the central section of the U nited States 
was certainly very gratifying. 
B ut we 
must confess th at it was v -ry difficult to 
make them understand that these fruits, 
which compared so favorably with the 
product then on the m arket from Florida 
(for it must he remembered the display 
was made in Januarv), were grown as far 
north as Redding, Bed Bluff Sacramento 
and Stockton. 
Everybody seemed to sup­ 
pose, when informed that a citrus display 
was being made from California, that it 
was from the southern part of the State, 
and their wonder was increased ten-fold 
when we showed them on the map the lat­ 
itude in which our oranges were raised. 
As I understand it, this permanent ex­ 
hibition which is being inaugurated to­ 
day, is intended to impress upon the minds 
of the traveling public just what we can do 
all over this country. 
W e want by means 
of this object lesson, as another has said, 
to show that “ here an almost unending 
spring abounds. 
No snow to cover the 
ground or frost to destroy vegetation, no 
cyclones or blizzards, or heat-producing 
sunstrokes, but three hundred davs in the 
year of bright and beautiful weather for 
constant work and continual growth of 
vegetation. 
Here we can dwell under our 
own vídc and fig tree, and enjoy life and 
prosper. H ere the orange, lemon, lime, 
olive and fig grow side by side w ith the 
apple, pear, peach, apricot, nectarine, plum, 
prune, etc., in the greatest perfection, while 
the walnut, almond and other nut-bearing 
trees, with the grape and all classes of 
vines, produce enormously and of the most 
delicious quality. 
Here all vegetables ar­ 
rive at the greatest perfection, and the 
crops of grain, etc., of the field surpass in 
quantity and quality that of anv other 
lands.” 
It would seem to lie very appropriate 
that Sacramento should he chosen as the 
location for this enterprise, for as a well- 
known w riter has said, “ Sacramento is the 
center almost of the State. 
It is ironed 
by railroads and lapped by rivers; it is the 
pivot of traffic and the magnet of travel. 
Freight from the four centers has to pass 
through this Capital city of the golden 
State, and the vast hulk of overland travel 
skirts by our doors. 
Through our exten­ 
sile system of railroads and river com­ 
munication, this city taps almost all of 
Northern and Central California.” 
That Sacramento lias become the great 
fruit-shipping center of the State for the 
Eastern markets is well known. 
In 1886 
the railroad company’s books show that 
San Francisco shipped East a little over 
500,000 pounds of green fru it; Los An­ 
geles, less than 250,000 pounds; Sacra­ 
mento, 19,500,000 pounds, while of the 
total tonnage of all kinds of product 
shipped out of the State in that year, Sac- 
mento shipped about one-quarter. 
During 
1887 the proportion was even more favor­ 
able to Sacramento; but of course it must 
be remembered that in the shipments from 
this point are included the products which 
naturally center here and which are pro­ 
duced in the adjoining counties. 


its jHiacftv-s and plums than for the excel- 
lenee Of Us oranges. 
Nevada county, 
beyeod, has been well spoken of as the 
B artlett pear country. 
No county in the 
Slate produces better apples or pears, anil 
it is gratifying to see the spirit of develop­ 
ment which is now taking possession of 
th at section. 
Yuba county, on the north, may he con­ 
sidered the original home of the peach and 
pear in this part of the country, and its 
immense orchards attest the permanency 
of the fruit industry iu th at county. 
Of Butte county very much might be 
said, but we will allude here only to the 
wonderful colony enterprises th at are be­ 
ing carried on at Oroville. 
During the 
past winter it is estimated that over 50,000 
orange trees have been planted in this sec­ 
tion alone, and the colonies of Palermo 
and Therm alito are becoming as well 
known over the State as Pasadena aud 
Ontario. In onr own county, in this con­ 
nection, we ought 
not 
to forget our 
Orange Yale colony, which is being rap­ 
idly developed by enterprising citizens of 
Sacramento. 
Certainly such enterprises 
as these should lie encouraged hv all legit­ 
imate means. 
It was lw this motbod th at 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties 
became so well and extensively advertised 
and so wonderfully developed/ 
Tehama county, with its great vineyard, 
the largest iu the world, its peach orchards 
and grain fields, certainly has great claims 
upon the attention of immigrants, and can 
ill afford not to he represented in an exhi­ 
bition like this. 
The same is true of Co­ 
lusa county, and our neighboring countv 
of Yolo, across the river, ixissesses the 
largest pear orchard in the world, within 
fifteen miles of our city. 
This fact is in 
itself the best evidence of what can he there 
done in the line of horticulture. 
Some of 
the largest almond orchards in the State 
are also found in that county. 
Solano county, beyond, with its early 
fruits that every year bring in such vast 
returns to the orchardist, is well known to 
every one i.i California and should he bet­ 
ter known in the East, while Napa and 
Sonoma are getting a national reputation 
for the excellence of their wines. 
In conclusion, it may he said that the 
entire country from Shasta to Fresno, and 
from the Nevada line to the ocean, is one 
vast empire of untold wealth and undis­ 
covered power. 
There is no fairer land on 
earth, with scenery such as the god’s 
delight 
in; towering mountains, deep 
and fertile valleys, rolling hills and almost 
liouudless plains ; with a variety of climate 
to suit the varied desires of man ; with 
fertile soil such as can only be imagined by 
dwellers on the rock-bound A tlantic coast; 
with a rainfall sufficient for all the require­ 
ments of vegetable growth, and yet a rain 
th at falls only when it will do"no harm, 
but always good; with natural highways 
of commerce traversing it from north "to 
south, and smaller streams furnishing every 
section with inexhaustable sources of irri­ 
gation; with railroads reaching in every 
direction. 
W hat more can he asked or 
expected, and what more is needed as the 
requisites for drawing and supporting 
vast population ? 
Twelve years more, and in the year 1900 
the population of the Pacific slope of the 
U nited States will probably number over 
ten millions. 
More than three millions 
will then be living in California, and prob 
ahlv half of this number will be dwelling 
in the valleys and territory whose center 
of population and business" will be Sacra­ 
mento city. This city will then have a 
population of one hundred thousand, and 
San Francisco over half a million. Three 
or more through railroads to the A tlantic 
cities will have their connection and head­ 
quarters, here, and numerous roads will he 
branching from the city in every direction. 
Thousands upon thousands of tons of fruits, 
vegetables and grain, and products of our 
manufactories, will be transported to every 
portion of our Union, and to lands adjacent 
and those beyond the sea, meeting ready 
sale at good profit. 
California will eventually be the Empire 
State of the Union. 
Our climate, oursoil, 
our productions, our location, and our 
many advantages will in time make this 
the hub or central axis of the commerce of 
the world. 


VAGABONDAGE. 


Pre-Hiatoric Remains. 


_ The work of exploration and scientific 
investigation that lias been carried on dur­ 
ing the past fourteen months in the desert 
lands of Arizona by the Hemingway expe­ 
dition has produced very satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
Several thousand specimens of pattery, 
domestic ute/isils, shell-work ornaments, 
stone tools and implements, etc.. belonging 
to the ancient race of Pueblos,' have been 
unearthed and are 
lieing classified for 
future reference. 
Some of tiic specimens of pottery and 
ornaments, at shown in diagrams, are of 
the most interesting character. 
In jugs 
and jars hird-forms are seen; one is like°a 
bird without a head, the wings being 
roughly indicated on the sides, and on an­ 
other a bird head springs from one side. 
The decoration is generally in conven­ 
tional lines. The stone implements are 
principally choppers, adzes, mills for grind­ 
ing corn, and other forms the use of which 
is problematic. 
The stone axes and other 
tools of a l Ae nature are believed to he 
superior in/variety of form and in beauty 
of finish tc (anything heretofore discovered 
as the work of primeval man. 
The shell work is frequently covered 
with beautiful designs, and with these ap­ 
pear clasts, curious little bird forms carved 
out of stone, and linger-rings and bracelets 
made out of shell and inlaid with turquois 
and otheiynrecious stones. 
Many of these 
I t may not be out of place here to call Í would be accepted as "clever 
p assing a tte n tio n 
to tn e v ario u s 
ais an d agencies b ein g ad o p ted to 
some 
method 
carry out of the country the vegetables 
and fruit grown here. 
It may be gen­ 
erally admitted, and our exhibition will 
prove that everything in the line of fruits 
and vegetables needed for man’s comfort 
and support 
can be here successfully 
cultivated, but, 
unless suitable means 
are found to dispose of the product, 
no permanent good would result. 
Among 
the shipping agencies may be mentioned, 
first, the California F ruit Union, which 
derives its entire support and membe.-ship 
among 
the 
horticulturists 
and 
fruit- 
shippcrs of this section of the State. After 
an existence of three years it has a mem­ 
bership of over eight hundred, including 
fruit-growers from twenty-seven counties. 
Last season there were shipped through 
the agency of the F ruit Union seven hun­ 
dred aud sixty-eight lull carloads of green 
fruit to Eastern markets. 
In 1887 the 
Union chartered and shipped 
twentv- 
seven special trains, averaging eleven cars 
to the train. 
By its efforts new markets 
have been oponed up, ninety-seven car­ 
loads Wing sipped to New York, Boston 
aud Philadelphia, so that the fruits of the 
Sacramento valley and the foothills of the 
Sierras arc as well known on the A tlantic 
coast as they were five years ago in the 
Territories west of the .Missouri river. 
N early a million dollars wcrth of fruit was 
embra ed in the shipment, of the Union

The sea-shells were brought 
i from a great distance—as far as from 
l the G uif of California, or the shores 
¡ of the I ’acific—being carried in loads, 
packed *m the backs of animals, and 
thus transported over the mountains. One 
beautiful specimen of shell work shows 
the figure of a frog, made by coating the 
hack of a shell with a kind of lacquer. 
In this lacquer are embedded mosaic frag­ 
ments of turquois of various shades. 
The 
surface is rubbed down smoothly, and the 
work ^ as a whole is not only unique but 
beautiful from an artistic point of view. 
The expedition has also given much at­ 
tention to the study of the ethnology, an­ 
thropology, history and archteology of this 
ancient people and has obtained "a great 
deal of valuable information on all 
subjects.—X. U. Giobe.

R e c o r d-U n io n : Exctirsiveness is 
snore rife in summer than in winter, and 
a t this time of year, among that class 
of the urban population who are not 
in settled occupation, the tem ptation to 
forsake the dusty pavement for the sylvan 
beauty of the country is 
irresistible. 
About uow is the time when the overspill 
of unproductive humanity, which during 
the winter months lias remained dammed 
up in great cities, forsakes its customary 
channels and inundates the smiling val­ 
leys of California with its undesirable 
presence. 
The annual pauper exodus 
from the towns into the country is as 
periodic in its recurrence as the overflow 
of the Nile, and acts a s a most reliable 
barometer for gauging the forwardness of 
the season. 
The return of the swallow is 
no more certain th in the migration to 
the rural districts, as soon as summer sets 
in, of a helpless, thriftless population, who 
cannot earn their bread in cities, and 
whom the latter will not support in a 
state of idleness. 
Already the tramp evil 
has grown to one of huge dimensions, and 
iu the course of a few years bids fair to 
reach proportions of which its present ones 
form no index. 
Of the great army of 
tramps who are now waging a sort of 
guerilla warfare with the farmer, only a 
few of their number are of home growth, 
but as these are much the most interest- 
iug, I propose to give some account of the 
causes which lead them to 


EMBRACE A LIFE OF VAGRANCY, 
Whose goal sooner or later is the State 
Prison . 
Our home-raised tramp is in 
variably of city growth, and in most cases 
Í3 the son of industrious and honest 
parents. 
The former lias often had a good 
home, but want of training and lack of 
industry or ability to apply him self to a 
trade finds him at the age of 20 or there­ 
abouts utterly unfitted to earn his bread 
by the exertion of any lawful calling. 
Never having been apprenticed to any use­ 
ful craft, and having been accustomed’ from 
his youth up to the freedom of the street, 
the tramp in embryo prepares himself for 
his calling by evincing a hatred for settled 
occupations, and a contempt for those who 
earn a living by them. 
In a few instances 
he may have served a short apprenticeship 
at cigar-making or book-folding, but the 
knowledge of it which he had picked up 
during a fugitive apprenticeship is never 
destined to he of the slightest value to 
him, and at the age we have mentioned he 
starts on the world utterly disqualified to 
take his part in the struggle for bread. 
H itherto young hopeful’s peregrinations 
have been confined to his native city, but 
some fine summer morning he wakes up 
and suddenly forms the resolve of 


TAKING A TRIP INTO THE COUNTRY, 
W ith the idea that the conditions of life 
there are easier than in the crowded com­ 
munity lie has been raised. 
Incorrect no­ 
tions of out-door employment lead him to 
■suppose that a little exertion on his part 
will enable him at the end of a few mouths 
to accumulate a stake which will support 
him in idleness through the long winter 
months which will presently set in. 
Act­ 
uated by praiseworthy motives, lie con­ 
cludes to take the road, and having heard 
much of the fertility of the Sacramento 
valley he turns his feet in that direction, 
nothing doubting hut that the employment 
he is in search of will turn up with" little 
exertion on his part. 
Alas 1 for our hero’s hopes. 
The per­ 
spective which he formed of a host of 
farmers halting him on the high road and 
offering any price for his services, proves 
toLe illusive, and has no more counterpart 
in the reality than his wildest dreams. 
The times are out of joint, our traveler a r­ 
gues, and he soon makes the unwelcome 
discovery that if he wants work lie must 
hunt it with a pertinacity which leaves no 
time for day-dream ing. 
An unusual 
scarcity of harvest hands soon gives our 
city bred youth a chance which, hut for a 
phenomenal dearth in the supply of casual 
labor, would never have offered itself. 
IT CAME ABOUT IN THIS WISE: 


somebody to pick it up. 
W ith this reso­ 
lution in view he betakes himself 


TO TIIE COUNTY ROAD ONCE MOKE, 
and turns his back on the inhospitable 
little town in which he has passed through 
so many 
humiliations. 
Our wanderer 
must now subsist wholly on charity, and 
takes kindlier to this new mode of exist­ 
ence than he at one time thought himself 
capable of. 
It is the first step which costs, 
and having once degraded himself by ask­ 
ing for the bread of idleness, he uses him ­ 
self to the practice till it uever occurs to 
him to eat any other. 
Californian house­ 
holders have their failings, but inhospi­ 
tality is not one of these, and rarely do 
they refuse the solicited morsel to the 
“ stranger within their gates.”

County Jail followed as a m atter of course. 
H ere the career of young hopeful ceases to 
be instructive, at any rate in the light in 
which we have hitherto been considering 
it. 
In taking leave of him we can onlv 
express the hope th at some “light con­ 
genial 
employment” 
may 
offer to his 
hand directly on his emerging from the 
dismal precincts of the County Jail. 
The 
sum of the m atter is, that those who have 
iu their youth neglected opportunities for 
learning a trade, and who are unendowed 
with those physical powers essential to the 
performance of the simplest sort of manual 
labor, come at length to be reduced to 
straits from which extrication is impossi­ 
ble, without probable loss of freedom, and 
certain forfeiture of self-respect.

JAUNT INTO THE INTERIOR OF 
YUCATAN.

Y u c a t a n (Mexico), May 29, 18S8. 
Traveling in the interior of Yucatan is 
by no means unalloyed delight, owing to 
the intense heat of tiie sun, the wretched 
condition of the roads and the presence of 
numerous pestiferous insects—not to m en­ 
tion the greater perils of poisonous lizards 
and spiders, serpents, centipedes, et al. 
To avoid the fiercer heats, most journeys 
are made by night—on mule-back or in 
colons, for lack of any other means of 
transportation. 
This singular 
vehicle, 
which is much like the Cuban volante, has 
two great wheels and a canvas top, its 
body, perched upon high elastic springs, 
being placed directly over the axle. 
It is 
not high enough to sit tip in, but upon its 
bottom of woven rope is a mattress upon 
which you may recline—first taking care 
to oust any scorpions, tarantulas or other 
would-be eompagnons dc voyage. 
A long 
framework extends 
out 
behind, upon 
which your luggage is secured, and the 
little donkeys are harnessed three abreast 
—one inside the shafts and one on cither 
side of him. 
These Yucatan donkeys are 
the smallest I have ever seen, but are ex­ 
ceedingly strong, and make up what they 
otherwise lack in size by the remarkable 
length of their ears, which they carry 
furled along their backs when not unduly 
excited. 
For our benefit, a party was made up, 
to visit some famous ruins which lie two 
days’ journey from Merida. 
According to 
custom, we slept the early part of the 
night and started about 1 o’clock a . m . 
No pea can do justice to the glories of a 
cloudless night in the tropics. 
Mine will 
not attem pt it, but leave you to imagine 
the round, yellow moon, by whose soit 
radiance one might read a printed page, 
and all the sweet scents and sounds of the 
sleeping world through which, reclining 
upon our mattresses, we were whirled as in 
a dream, while the air was heavy with the 
odor of orange-flowers, blossoming roses, 
and wild musk that rioted over the hedge­ 
rows. 
We thought of Richter’s hero of 
“ Titan,” 
the youthful 
Spanish Count 
Cesara, who fainted from excess of emotion 
upon the terraces of Isola Belle, where his 
friends had brought him blindfolded, that 
he m ight the more enjoy the beauties of 
nature when they were suddenly revealed 
to him, and removed the bandage from his 
eyes just as the sun arose from behind the 
Alps—“ as all the gates of the new heaven 
flew open, and the Olympus of nature, 
with its 
thousand reposing gods stood 
around him.” 
However, it is only in novels, fortu­ 
nately, that well-regulated people faint 
from excess of such emotions. 
By and by 
for us the sun came up in a blaze of glory, 
than which the terraces of Isola Belle 
could have shown no better, the western 
sky flushed crimson, and the delicate 
leaves of the mimosa trees turned to quiv­ 
ering gold. Then the jays and orioles came 
out of the scrub, the blackbirds and chiek- 
bills and other songsters common to the 
latitude, and lastly the evil-omened vult­ 
ures (cathartes aura, the sjiecies common 
to Central America and the West Indies), 
and clumsily, as though still half asleep, 
settled upon the carcass of a donkey th at 
had fallen by the wayside. 
About 9 .v. m . we reached an im portant 
hemp hacienda, and—unquestioned ar.d un­ 
questioning—our drivers proceeded straight 
through its open gate, halted under a 
giant creba tree in front of the casa and 
unhitched the donkeys, as though monarchs 
of all they surveyed. 
Another of the pe­ 
culiar features of traveling in Yucatan is 
that every haciendado not only makes the 
chance guest perfectly welcome to all th at 
his casa affords, 
hut actually impresses 
ujxm him that his coming had been longed 
for and his presence is a lioon conferred 
upon the hacienda and its inmates. There 
lieing no hotels in the country, such 
haciendado feels called upon to make an 
inn of hi- house, and in the annual pro­ 
vision for necessary expenditures he sets 
aside a generous sum for the entertainm ent 
of travelers. 
To the lonesome communities shut up 
for life within the walls of most of these 
remote haciendas the advent of a respect­ 
able party, fresh from the outer wold, is 
indeed a blessing, especially to the female 
members of the family, who have little 
chance from the cradle "to the grave of see­ 
ing anything beyond the walls th at im­ 
prison them. 
Frequently it is like the 
entertaining of “angels unawares,” and 
girls are given in marriage by the means, 
who otherwise would have remained un­ 
wedded simply because never discovered. 
As we tumbled ungracefully out of the 
bouncing volan—descent from which is in­ 
finitely worse, because of its springs, than 
climbing down from the upper shelf of a 
ship state-room—the master of the ra.su 
came sm ilingly forth to meet us, followed 
by his well-pleased wife and daughters. 
Soon a delightful breakfast was served, 
cousisting of eggs, fréjoles, tortillas, choco­ 
late aud oranges, and afterward we were 
shown all over the house aud its immedi­ 
ate surroundings. The immense casa is en­ 
vironed by corridors of stone, precisely 
like those seen iu the old Spanish missions 
in Southern California, and a broad alameda 
or shaded walk extends past the stable 
and out to the gardens beyond. 
A t the 
back of the house isa quaint, old-fashioned 
cloek-tower, and in the patio is a fountain 
shaded by orange and olive trees, in which 
a colony of doves coo all day long. 
Of course, the hacienda has its chapel, 
attended by a priest who resides w ithin 
the walls. 
The little sanctuary, which, in 
contrast to the glare outside ’ seems cool 
and shadowy as a well, has some queer fig­ 
ures carved in stone above its doorway, 
and its altars are hung with marvelous 
lace and embroidery—the life-work of gen­ 
erations of pious ladies of the hacienda 
family. 
The estate is a large one, having thou­ 
sands of acres planted to hemp, and great 
engines are constantly at work crashing 
the leaves and scraping the pulp. 
On 
every side stretched broad fields of sisal, 
surrounded by high stone walls with innu­ 
merable arched gateways. 
Everywhere 
liuie-rock crops up out of the sandy soil, 
and we noticed that the gardens and or­ 
ange groves were small, but numerous, 
walled with bricks, the better to retain 
the moisture. 
Among other oddities we observed a 
long procession of female servants, twenty- 
five or thirty of them, chawing waterfrom 
two deep wells, reaching a cenote by an 
endless chain of sheepskin buckets over a 
large wheel. 
All day this living machin­ 
ery came and went, each woman carrying 
a great cantara, or jar, steadied upon her 
hip or shoulders. 
The water irrigates the 
orange groves, pineapple patches and coffee 
plantations, and the gardens shaded by 
bananas, limes and cocoa palms. 
W ithout 
it this sandy plain would have remained a 
vast desert, and with it the hacienda blos­ 
soms like an oasis, as in reality it is. 
There are no rivers in Yucatan that 
flow 
above 
the 
ground, 
the 
people 
being dejiendent upon the clouds for their : 
supply of water, aud upon streams that run : 
beneath the surface. The entire peninsula ! 
is one vast table of coral rock, beneath 
which rivers flow. 
At intervals these ‘ 
break out into caverns, formed by earth- j 
quakes, by the pressure of the streams, or 
by the infiltration of surface-water iuto 1 


its roof is perforated with holes, in which 
are thousands of nests of birds and hornets. 
A flight of stone steps lead down to it from 
the charming garden above, and palms and 
aguncates growing at the bottom thrust 
tlieir verdant crowns just above the level 
of terra firma. 
The water is perfectly clear, apparently 
bottomless, and contains many blind fish 
(piscado cenote) like those found in the 
Mammoth Cave of Kentucky. 
The over­ 
hanging roots of trees fringe its broken 
arch, affording shelter 
to 
numberless 
lizards and iguanas, which dart along the 
ledges,while above them countless swallows 
are constantly circling in masses so dense 
that the whirring of their wings produces 
a deafening noise, echoed from below iu 
hollow reborations. 
Another novelty, to us, about 
this 
hacienda was its bee-garden. 
It is reach* d 
by going down the great corridor past the 
cattle-yard (all cattle-yards in Yucatan 
are iu front of, or immediately adjoining 
the houses of the owners), past the well 
where the women were drawing water, and 
through a garden of orange and lime trees. 
The bee-hives were prim itive but com­ 
plete, being merely hollow logs, cut about 
two feet long, plastered up at each end 
with mud, and piled in long rows. 
Every 
six weeks they are emptied, and at certain 
seasons of the year the honey is soordorous 
of flowers as to scent the whole house. 
One advantage in this industry is that the 
bee- of Yucatan are entirely stingless and 
may be handled with im punity. 
There are no less than three hundred 
pe:ns and 
workmen employed on this 
estate, and everybody seems busy and 
happy. 
Every servant we met saluted us 
with a cheery buenos dios (“ good day ”), 
and when we left all added to this regret 
ful farewell an earnest “ To God 1 com­ 
mend you.’ 
Outside of the hacienda walls 
the homes of the laborers are scattered 
along the road, curious elliptical huts 
with stone walls and thatched roofs. 
At 
sunset, when the chapel hell sounded for 
orucion, or evening prayers, all the peons 
and workmen, male and female, gathered 
about with reverent faces. 
W hen it was 
finished they came in procession, one by 
one, and wished tlieir masters and our­ 
selves buenos noches (good night). 
In 
every portion of Yucatan this is the uni­ 
versal custom, servants and children never 
failing to give this salutation of peace as 
the last stroke of the vesper bell dies upon 
the air. 
We intended to have gone on that night, 
hut yielded to earnest entreaties to remain 
—the more readily, perhaps, because one 
of us was suffering horribly from zarripotas 
(wood-ticks), with which the whole penin­ 
sula abounds. 
They are tiny creatures, 
but produce an unbearable itching, fester­ 
ing bodily in the wounds they make. It is 
impossible to travel here without encount­ 
ering them, and the only remedy is to keep 
one’s self well saturated with petroleum, 
and to change his clothes every time a tree 
is passed. 
For dinner, in addition to the usual 
eggs, fréjoles and tortilla*, we had turtle- 
soup, roast pig, claret and honey. 
Let me 
tell you how that pig was cooked in the 
national way, derived from their fore­ 
fathers— the same manner in which Ber­ 
nal Diaz says those respectable people 
cooked men and women—“ by a sort of 
oven,made with heated stones which are 
put under ground.” 
A hole was dug iu 
the court-yard, a large lire kindled in it, 
and kept burning until it was heated like 
an oven. 
T wo clean stones were pla cd in 
the bottom, the dressed pig laid upon them 
and covered with 
leaves and bushes, 
packed down w ith stones so closely as to 
barely allow the smoke to escape. 
The 
result was a barbecue of finest flavor, which 
even an enemy to pork must admire.

The following address was made by P. 
W . Butler, of Penryn, at the opening of 
the perm anent exhibition, Sacramento, 
June 2d, and contains many interesting 
facts concerning the resources and develop­ 
m ent of Placer county : 
It was a happy conception—the insti­ 
tuting of this Exposition. 
W hat place 
could lie more fitting than tiie city of the 
State Capital for its location? 
In itself 
the center of a county unsurpassed in 
natural resources, which," aided by capital 
and industry properly dire, ted, can soon 
be made to support many times its present 
population in a style unknown to other 
countries, when measured by expenditure 
of effort. 
Other sections of onr State have ad­ 
vanced of late with almost phenomenal 
rapidity. 
H as it been because those sec­ 
tions could support its people in greater 
ease and in greater comfort than here? 
Have they a better climate or a more pro- 
duetive soil? 
W here is there more beauty 
¡ than can be seen in this valley, nestling at 
the base of the grand Sierra Nevadas and 
connected with them by tiie foothills, 
themselves being converted into the most 
productive orchards of tiie world? 
The main and first established line of rail­ 
road travel passes through these foothills in 
its entrance into the State, a section until 
late but little known except for its mines 
of former years and the beauty of its un­ 
dulating surface covered with irees, shrubs 
and flowers as seen from passing trains. 
O ther railroads have since been built, one 
just completed to Placerville, El Dorado 
county, opening up a splendid fruit coun­ 
try, another leaving tiie main line of the 
Central Pacific in Placer county and di­ 
verging north through Y’uba, in which is 
Marysville, an already uoted fruit section, 
thence into Butte where many orchards 
and orange groves have been recently 
planted, and continuing northward into 
( iregon. 
Many tine places are being developed in 
Placer county. Three fruit-dealers, each 
in his specialty the largest in the U nited 
•States, have recently planted orange or­ 
chards near Rocklin, Loomis and Penryn, 
and have afeo purchased several hundred 
acres of other lands 
for fruit-culture. 
These are practical business men, thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the resources of 
every part of the State, and why should 
they select Central California in which to 
make their investments, hut for the ad­ 
vantages of the location ? 
Another gentleman has planted 1,000 
orange trees in Penryn on a spur projeet- 
ing from a side hill. 
This spur is skill­ 
fully and beautifully terraced, with an 
avenue running in a zig-zag form up 
through its center, connecting with other 
lands of the same owner and into a park of 
several thousands of acres that equal in 
natural and varied scenery any of the 
noted parks of England. In this, there are 
twenty-five miles of finely graded drive­ 
ways, so smooth that in riding over them 
they seem to be carpeted. 
A t Auburn, within a few rods of the 
depot is a most romantically-located spot 
on a hill overlooking the town. The ever- 
snow-capped peaks of the Sierras are in 
full view, and the American river flows 
through a deep gorge, so near that a stone 
can seemingly be cast into it, yet down, 
■! 
.n, so distant th at it rivals in grandeur 
the scene at Cape Horn, a few miles on the 
railroad above. 
This hill is laid out in 
graded avenues and is lieing planted to 
oranges, olives, palms and other orna­ 
mental trees. 
Several picturesque cottages 
are already in process of construction, one 
being built by a leading business man of 
Sacramento, is particularly noticeable for 
its unique beauty. 
It is the design of the 
owners of this property to make it by em- 
liellishment, connected with its natural 
beauty, one of the most attractive spots in 
California, not excepting famous Pasadena. 
■U a higher altitude is located Colfax, 
with a climate that has a yearly average 
identical in tem perature with Isis A n­ 
geles. 
A few miles distant, on a branch 
railroad, is established the enterprising 
“Chicago Park colony.” 
YVith a rainfall 
of about forty-five inches, irrigation by 
many is considered not necessary in the 
su.-eesstul growing of fruits. 
There fe a 
value attached to beauty and climate. 
But these alone will not attract immi­ 
gration that will perm anently develop a 
country. 
It niu-t be shown that there arc 
profitable industries in which to engage 
before the man of average means can be 
induced to buy land on which to make a 
home. 
To show that this can be done iu 
Placer and also in other Central Califor­ 
nia counties, it is only necessary to men­ 
tion a few faets taken from the books of 
the owners of orchards, showing their 
profits. 
Cherries from orchards of New­ 
castle and Penrvu have sold this vear at 
the home depots, at an average price of 
$1 75 per box. 
The price last year was 
about the same. 
The average price of 
peaches (the leading fruit) last year was 
70 cents per box. 
In a large peach orchard 
in Penryn, planted to have continuous 
picking from May to October, the first 
were picked on Monday last, 35 boxes that 
sold at §2 per box 'at depot. 
There are 
of this variety (the* Alexander) only 140 
trees. 
On Wednesday, 104 boxes "were 
sold at 81 75 per box. 
Y’esterday, 131 
boxes at 81 50 per box. 
Peaches here 
have not failed to making a paying crop in 
ten years. 
In the Eastern States, fruits 
fail to produce more than half the time. 
Can there bo any risk in planting fruit 
trees where such statistics can be shown ? 
But however good the opportunity for 
locating in any industry, the facts must be 
made known to intending settlers. 
How 
can this he done in any better way than in 
showing in this building the products of 
our own section ? 
Sacramento is to Cali­ 
fornia what Chicago is to the country east 
of the Missouri river—-a railroad center— 
and has natural advantages as such over 
any other interior city in the State. 
It is 
here that visitors coming from the East 
make their first stop, except fora few min­ 
utes. 
All trains will stop for a time suf­ 
ficient for passengers to visit this exhibi­ 
tion, and, if it is properly kept up, it will 
be to them a most attractive place. 
W ill it not lie well for each countv ex­ 
hibiting to lie often, if not always, repre­ 
sented here, in order to im part reliable in­ 
formation to visitors? 
By comparing pro­ 
ducts and by conferring with others, it can 
soon be learned where certain industries 
can lie most profitably prosecuted. 
Bv this 
method intending settlers can he priqierly 
advised. 
No mistakes need he made in 
their locating. 
Every county in Central 
California has some industry in which no 
other county excels. 
Let the people who 
exhibit here, looking to their own inter­ 
ests as well as to the welfare of the entire 
State, invite no one to engage in a calling 
in any place when it is known they would 
do better elsewhere. The citizens of Sac­ 
ramento are meeting as more than half 
way in giving us this building in which to 
show our county products, and let us show 
that we appreciate the opportunity offered 
us by keeping up an exhibition that will 
be a credit to ourselves and an object of 
interest to all visitors to this hospitable 
itv.

I has said th at there are three ways of earn- j 
I ing a living: by working, l>v begging, or ; 
1 by stealing; and those who come to years 1 
of responsibility, and do not work, are do- I 
ing one of the other two things, dress it 
out in whatever pretty guise you please. I 
believe it was Florence N ightingale who 
said : “ If to three R’s—Heading, ’Kiting 
and ’Rithm etic, there be not added some­ 
thing th at will give the mind a practical 
turn, we shall soon have a fourth K, which 
will stand for rascality.” 
There is another point full of suggestive 
sadness in regard to this lack of industrial 
training. 
It has been carefully estimated 
that seven-tenths of the convicted criminals 
of the United States are persons who have 
never learned a trade or followed any in­ 
dustrial pursuit. And a very large pro­ 
portion of these criminals are under 25 
years of age. 
W hat a suggestive fact! 
Docs not public economy demand that 
something lie done to provide facilities for 
teaching young men industrial pursuits ?

' \\ hat shall we do with our children ?” 
We talk a vast deal about reformation and 
restoration, but it is better to begin at the 
beginnmg and use prevention. 
The best 
physicians arc not those who follow disease 
alone, but those who, as far as possible, go 
ahead and prevent it. 
They seek to teach 
the community the laws of health—how 
not to get sick. 
Nothing but virtue and intelligence can 
save a Republic from ending in despotism, 
anarchy and corruption. 
There must be 
virtue and genuine character, and since 
virtue ¡.- secured bv early training and 
habit, the children of our commonwealth 
tm *t be trained in ways of honesty, indus­ 
try and self-control. 
It matters "not who 
they are or where they are, the State 
cannot aflord to let them grow up in ignor­ 
ance and crime. 
We have a vast number 
of humane institutions for the reclamation 
and recovery of the wayward and the 
erring. 
We have reformatory institutions, 
prisons, jails and houses of correction, and 
1 bless God for every one of these agencies. 
But, after all, these are but repair shops. 
T heir work i.s secondary, not primal. 
It is 
trying to straighten the crooked tree. It is 
seeking to strengthen faulty foundation. 
How much better it is 
to build new 
structures than to repair old ones ! 
How 
much more satisfactory to make new wag­ 
ons than to be forever patching up the 
shambling, rambling old vehicles. 
It is 
far better to begin at the beginning. This 
is the work of the kindergarten. 
There is, to-day, a fair white star rising 
above the horizon of 
the educational 
world, that is destined to do much toward 
the solution of 
this knotty problem, 
“ W h at shall we do with ou r boys ami 
girls . ' 
I refer to the pronounced and in ­ 
creasing tendency toward technical educa­ 
tion lor the young. 
1 he feeling is abroad, 
it i.s in the common air, th at the education 
of the future must develop the industrial 
capacity of the masses, thus leading to 
virtue, prosperity and place. 
W hat shall 
be done with our bovs and girls? Educate 
them for work, for action, for industry, 
cultivate their powers for creating and 
organizing, and then the desire for doing 
and accomplishing, will take the place of 
the desire for havin'; and yetting. 
W e contend that the kindergarten is 
the only true foundation for industrial ed­ 
ucation. 
The kindergarten is the best 
agency for setting in motion the physical, 
mental and moral machinery of the little 
child, that it may do its own work in its 
own way. 
11 is the rain and dew and sun 
to evoke the sleeping germ and ( ring it 
into self-activity and growth. 
It is teach­ 
ing the little child to teach himself. 
The 
kindergarten devotes itself more to ideas 
th in to words; more to things than to 
books. 
Child ron are taught words too 
much, while they fail !o catch ideas. Give 
a child 
ideas. 
The 
world 
does 
not 
need fine rhetoric—valuable as that is 
—half as 
much 
as it needs 
practi­ 
cal, useful idea“. 
A famous inventor's 
counsel to n young man w as: “Study to 
have ideas, my boy, study to have ideas. 
I 
have always found, if I had an idea, I 
cotdd express it on a shingle with a piece 
of chalk, and let a draftsman work it out 
handsomely and according to rule. 
I gen­ 
erally had ideas enough to keep three or 
four draughtsmen busy. 
You can always 
hire draughtsmen, but you cannot hire 
■ideas. 
Study to have ideas, my boy!” 
The 
man 
should 
be 
the 
master, 
not 
the 
slave 
of 
his 
learn­ 
ing, 
and 
whether 
he 
is 
the one 
or the other, depends veiy largely on the 
way his knowledge has been gained. 
It is 
better to lie the master of little knowledge, 
with the ■ ij ".city to use it creativelv, thanto 
bet he unproductive carrier of all the learn­ 
ing in Hie libraries. 
Study to have ideas! 
Life will give no end of opportunities for 
using them. 
T hat is exactly the aim of 
the Kindergarten—to make the mind cre­ 
ative, to stim ulate thought, to beget ideas. 
Habits of observation are cultivated. Ob­ 
serving is more than seeing. 
The child in 
the Kindergarten is taught to observe— 
that is, notice with attention—to see truly. 
W hat he learns in the school-room is cal- 
tulated to make him keep his eyes wide 
ojien to the world about him. 
H e i> 
taught to thiuk, and th at is the primal 
thing. 
Thu 
Kindergarten 
makes 
the 
knowledge of ideas wait upon the knowl­ 
edge ol facts—just as it subordinates the 
cultivation to the development of faculty. 
The senses are sharpened, the hands are 
trained and the body is made lithe and 
active. 
The gifts and occupations repre­ 
sent every kind of technical activity. The 
children mast work for what tliev get. 
They learn through doing. They thus 
develop patience, perseverance, skill and 
will ¡tower. They are encouraged by every 
fresh achievement. W hat they know th e r 
must know thoroughly and accurately. 
Every element of knowledge is transformed 
into an element of creation. The mind 
assimilates what it receives, just as a 
healthy organism assimilates its food, and 
is nourished thereby. 
In bis occupations 
in the K indergarten the child is required 
to handle, reconstruct, combine and create. 
“ Let the very playthings of your children 
have a bearing u|X>u the life and work of 
the coming man,” Slid Aristotle. 
It is 
early training th at makes the master. This 
universal instinct of play in the child 
means something. 
It should be turned to 
good account. 
It should he made con­ 
structive in its outcome instead of destruc­ 
tive. 
Tiiis restless activity of the child is 
the foundation of the indefatigable enter­ 
prise of the man. This habit of woik must 
be formed early in life it we would have it 
a pleasure. 
Activity is the law of health­ 
ful childhood. 
Turn it to good account! 
The perceptive faculties in a well-endowed 
child are l ir in excess of the reflective fac­ 
ulties. 
H e sees everything. 
H e wants to 
know about everything. H e will find out 
if he can. 
Governor Stanford -truck the ker-note 
when he said that he believed the surest 
foundation 
on which any educational 
structure could rest was the rock of thor­ 
ough K indergarten training, begun at the 
earliest possible age. A t the age when 
moral and industrious habits are most 
easily formed, the taste improved and the 
finer feelings which give iilier to the will 
are cultivated. On the bedrock of such 
training the true university may rest—a 
university such as the Stanford University 
is outlined to be—a university embracing 
the science of human life, in its varied in- 


the opportunities of learning a trade. Idle­ 
ness is the devil’s workshop. 
Demolish 
this workshop with the batteries of indus­ 
try- 
The prevention of crime is the duty 
of society. 
Society has no right to punish 
crime at one end, if it does nothing to pre­ 
vent it at the other end. Society’s chief 
concern should be to remove the causes 
from which crime springs. 
We may be 
very eloquent in pleading that punishment 
may be quick, sharp and decisive; that the 
gallows may have every victim that it 
claims by iaw, and th at eternal vigilance 
may be kept on evil doers. 
But all this 
will not avail. “ Crime cannot be hindered 
by punishment.” 
It will always find some 
shape and outlet unpunishable and un­ 
closed. 
Crime can only be truly hindered 
by letting no boy grow up to he a criminal 
by taking away the will to commit sin— 
not by the mere punishment of its com­ 
mission. 
Formation, 
not 
reformation, 
should be the watchword. Crime, small 
and great, can only be stayed by formation 
—education; not the education of the in­ 
tellect merely, but the education of the 
head, heart and hand, which is the educa­ 
tion of the whole man. 
_ The Industrial School for Girls in New 
Y ork City has a most encouraging tale to 
tell of practical results. 
Their children 
range in age from babyhood to girlhood 
of thirteen years. They have the day 
nursery, the kindergarten, the school­ 
room, with its steady inculcation of moral 
and religious principles and its cheerful 
hum of mental and physical drill. 
Then 
come the different avenues of domestic 
labor, such as the kitchen-garden, the 
cooking school, the sewing school, the 
housekeeper’s school, the nurse’s training- 
school, and all other domestic arts that 
tend to make the girl useful and valuable 
to society. Now, what are the results? 
W hat positive, practical results have they 
to show? 
It is safely affirmed that D!» per 
cent, of the children who have left the 
Industrial School during the last five 
years, after having finished the prescribed 
cour.-e, are now self-supporting, industri­ 
ous girls, well equipped with a practical 
knowledge of domestic industries, which 
will go far toward making their 
own 
future homes those of thrift and comfort. 
Throw open the K indergarten and the 
schools for industrial and art training to 
every child, and with the heart pure, the 
head clear, the hand skillful and ready, 
we shall hear no more of the vexed ques­ 
tion of “ hoodlumism.” Our fair 
land 
shall take its place in 
the 
very front ranks 
of nations distinguished for their industrial 
achievements. 
There must he more of genuine human 
sym pathy between the top and the bottom 
ot society. The prosperous and the happy 
must clasp hands and hearts with the toil­ 
ers and the stragglers.

In th at distant plain dwelt the tall sons 
of Anak who “troubled Israel.”

G ath is there where the revengeful Go­ 
liath lived, who was “a man of war from 
his youth.” 
There is now a good carriage road from 
Jaffa to Jerusalem and on to Bethlehem, 
and which will he completed this summer 
to Hebron. 
Our course, however, is over 
bridle paths from place to place, taking 
the shortest routes to and from scenes of 
sacred history. 
K irjathjearim , where the A rk of the 
Covenant rested for twenty years after the 
catastrophe at Bethshemesh, is an olive- 
covered eminence. 
It is now a filthy town, 
whose inhabitants are blunted with" ignor­ 
ance and superstition. 
W hat a history 
connected with th at acacia coffer so lav­ 
ishly overlaid with gold ! 
Our course leads us near Mizpeh and 
Gibeah of Saul. 
A t the former Samuel 
gathered all Israel together, and there 
annointed Saul, the son of Kish, first King 
of Israel. 
Both Mizpeh and Gibeah are 
now in ruins. The former is called Neby 
Sam mil. 
A neglected mosque and ¡en or 
twelve houses are all that remains to tell 
that the place is one of note. 
Ramah, the 
birthplace and residence of Samuel, the 
J udge and prophet of Israel, has long been 
disputed. There are several places hear­ 
ing the same name, which has confused 
writers as to the real birthplace. 
Ain K arim is passed just before we en­ 
ter the valley of Elali! 
It is the tradi­ 
tional birth-place of John the Baptist. 
The Phiiistians and Israelites were in bat­ 
tle array here, and were each intent upon 
solving the problem of territorial rights, 
but neither seemed to gain ground. 
In 
this valley of Klah the duel bctw-een 
David and Goliath took place, and from 
here the defeated Phiiistians fled and were 
pursued unto the gates of their own city. 
Our ride from Elah to Jerusalem led us 
past Job’s Y\ ell and Convent, and in sight 
of the tree from which they say the cross 
was taken, and up over the incline that 
hides the city from view, in coming from 
the west, until nearly at the Jaffa gate. 
“ From that hill,” said the dragoman, 
“ we shall have our first view of the ‘ City 
of the G reat King.’ ” 
My heart beats as 
I urge my Arabian pony to lessen the dis­ 
tance from where I am to where I may 
look upon the long-cherished sight, anil 
see what was once “ the joy of the whole 
earth.” 
In a moment the elevation is 
reached. 
The city is before me. 
Here 
are “ the bills round about Jerusalem .” 
There is Olivet, and nestled in one of its 
ravines is Bethany. These are places of

We were allowed to walk about 
and ascend the hill hack of it and to look 
down upon it, but to enter it was forbid­ 
den. 
The history of the death of Sarah, and 
of the purchase of this burial place (the 
first purchase ol real estate of which the 
world furnishes any history), is recorded 
in the tw enty-third chapter of Genesis : 
“ And 
Sarah 
was 
an 
hundred 
and 
seven and twenty years old ; these were 
the years of the life of Sarah ; and Sarah 
died in K irjath-arba; the same is H eb­ 
ron in the land of Canaan ; and Abraham 
came to mourn for Sarah and to weep for 
her.” 
1 lie cave is inclosed by a structure 
called el haram, and bears "the marks of 
Jewish architecture. 
It is 200 feet long, 
150 feet wide and 00 in liight. 
There is a 
mosque in their building, under the roof 
of which is the cave. 
In 1862 the Prince 
of W ales was perm itted to enter it. 
Dr. 
Stanley has given an account of its inte­ 
rior construction. 
H e says the building is 
on the upper slope of the hill, and so far 
above the level as to adm it of the sacred 
cave, and adds that the mosque was evi­ 
dently originally a Byzantine church. 
The Scriptures state that" Abraham, Sarah, 
Isaac and Kebekah, Jacob aud Leah, are 
all buried there. 
T he Prince was allowed 
to enter into that of Abraham, because he 
“ was full of loving kindness; 
he had 
withstood even the 
resolution of God 
against Sodom and G om orrah; lie was 
goodness himself, and would overlook any 
efl'ront.” The shrine is guarded by a silver 
gate. 
It is encased in marble. 
The tomb 
consists of a coffin-like structure about six 
feet high, over which hangs a carpet of 
green, embroidered with gold. 
There are 
shrines for each of the six persons buried 
there. 
The cave was not opened, but in 
the shrine of Abraham was a circular hole 
about eight inches across, passing through 
the solid rock. 
This evidently led to the 
cave, in which may yet be found the sar­ 
cophagi, and perhaps remains of the sacred 
dead who have slept there for 4,000 vcars. 
The Prince was told that 2,500 years ago 
a servant of a great K ing descended it, 
and th at at the time he went down he was 
in full possession of his faculties and of 
remarkable corpulence, but when he re­ 
turned he was blind, deaf, withered and 
crippled. 
Since then the opening was 
closed, and this aperture only left so the 
holy air could come from the cave into the 
mosque to be scented by the faithful. 
We must now return to camp, although 
we could linger here many days and re­ 
view the early history of Hebron and 
Mamre. 
David had here his throne for 
seven years. 
About these rocky elevations 
were fought the great battles with the sons 
of Anak and other enemies of Israel. Here 
the prosperity of the Jewish nation began 
to attract the attention of surrounding na­ 
tions. 
From here David sent out his vic­ 
torious armies, led by Joab, who dislodged 
the haughty Jebusites, and Jebusi (Jeru­ 
salem) fell into his hands. 
There are 
about 20,000 inhabitants in Hebron now, 
among whom are 10,000 Jews. 
The filth 
is unendurable to persons but semi-cleanly 
in taste and habit. 
In this respect Jews 
and Mohammedans are alike. 
Ou our return we passed over portions 
of the “ old Roman ¡lavement” that led 
M ater from Hebron to Jerusalem . 
It is all 
broken up, but shows that it was a re­ 
markable construction and was built at 
great expense.

open places in the pipes numerous fam­ 
ilies along the conduit take their daily 
portion, and account its quaff a sacred 
luxury. 
The ride to Hebron and return was 
thirty miles, the greater portion of which 
was over a very rugged bridle path. 
H alphul, the city of trembling, is in ruins. 
It lies about four miles north of Hebron. 
It was once a slave m arket where Jews 
were sold. 
It had a beautiful elevated lo­ 
cation, and in the early reign of David 
was in the highest prosperity. 
From here 
we went through the valley of Fsheol, and 
as we jiassed the orchards of olives and 
figs, pomegranates and grapes, I thought of 
the spies that “ cut down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they l>ear it between two upon a staff; and 
they brought of the pomegranates, and of 
the figs.” 
The rocks are gathered for the walls and 
towers, and each inclosure lias its ancient 
tower (M ath, xxi., 33) from which they 
w st-li the vineyard. 
The wall prevents 
stock from de-troying the vines, and if 
closely built also keep- out the little foxes. 
“ Abraham's Oak” is in the center of the 
present orchards. Tradition says Abra­ 
ham pitched his tent there, and tlie natives 
think it the self-sauie oak. This oak is 4,000

By the time I reached 
the road, though, they had apparently be­ 
come reconciled to the situation, and snug­ 
gled down as well as they could and went 
right on witli their nap. 
I couldn’t help 
congratulating myself on my fortunate 
capture, and laid out big plans for tlie fu­ 
ture of the cubs. 
“ 1 know now that whenever you find a 
family of bear cubs cozilv stowed away in 
some such ¡dace as I found mine you- may 
set your mind at rest as far as any fear you 
may have th at the little ones have been 
deserted by their mother. 
T heir father 
may not be w ithin a dozen miles, but it is 
always safe to bet that the mother is 
w ithin call. 
1 hadn’t walked twenty rods 
on th at road toward Gozzam when I heard 
a big noise in tlie brush behind me, and 
looked back just in time to see a big bear 
tumble out of the woods into the road and 
advance toward me, looking almost as pon­ 
derous and moving pretty nearly as fast as 
a locomotive. 
The little bears in mv arms 
either heard or felt the contiguity of that

Keclatuatiou of Arid Lauds. 
Congress lias been asked for an appro­ 
priation of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars to pay for the prelim inary work of 
damming up the canyons of the Rocky 
Mountains, from the Dominion line to 
Mexico, and thus forming vast reservoirs 
of water to be used in the irrigation of 
arid lands, and preventing the disastrous 
floods on the lower Mississippi. 
The area 
of arid land in the United States is about 
1,300,000 square m iles; and Major Powell, 
Director of the N ational Survey, estimates 
that at least 150,000- square miles of this 
might be reclaimed—a territory exceeding 
in extent one-half of all the Land now cul­ 
tivated in the United States. 
The plan 
is to build dams across all the canyons in 
the mountains, large enough and strong 
enougli to hold back the floods from heavy 
rains and melting snows, and then to let 
the water down, as it may be needed, 
upon tlie lands that would be reclaimed. 
Tlie prelim inary work for which the 
appropriation is asked is to pay for sur­ 
veys to determine the sites and" locations 
for the dams, reservoirs, canals and irriga­ 
tion areas; the total volume of water sus­ 
ceptible of storage, and the loss through 
evaporation and seepage in the reservoirs 
and canals; the area of land to be served 
by a unit of water; the value of the re­ 
deemed land for the growth of the crops 
adapted to the climate and soil; the ex­ 
pense of constructing the dams and canals 
and the expense of m aintaining th em ; 
what vested rights, if any, exist. 
W ith ample appropriations, at least two 
years wilt be required for this prelim inary 
work. 
Major Powell, who lias probably 
studied the Rocky M ountain and arid 
region more carefully than any one else, 
declares that the scheme is a perfectly 
feasible one, and th at the cost, though 
very great, will be but a small fraction of 
the value of tlie land reclaimed. 
W hile 
the western portion of the United Slates

ISrandy f.om Si&irclust. 
A contemporary says—goodness knows 
how truly—that brandy can be, and in­ 
deed 
lias been, made from sawdust. 
It 
seems that the discovery was made by a 
German chemist rejoicing in (he name of 
Zetterlund. 
This ingenious Teuton, after 
boiling 9 cwt. of sawdust w ith 7 cwt. of 
hydrochoric acid in 30.7 cwt. of water, 
under a pressure of less than two pounds 
to t ’ue inch, found 3.33 of the mass to be 
grape sugar. 
W ith two and a half hours 
of further boiling he found tlie grape sugar 
to be (5.4S per cent, of the mass. 
After 
neutralizing the acid with lime until the 
cooled mas.; contained Imt a half per 
cent., according to Luderdorff’s test, at 8(> 
degrees, a ferment made of 20 pounds of 
bruised m alt was added. 
In 0(5 hours fer­ 
mentation was complete, and distillation 
afforded 01 quarts of brandy of 50 per 
cent., 50 degrees, perfectly free from odor 
or taste of turpentine and of very agree­ 
able flavor. 
H err Zetterlund considers it 
probable th at the process might be sue-ess- 
fully carried out on a large scale if the 
amount of water and the time of boiling 
were accurately determined by experi­ 
ments. 
By conversion of all the cellu­ 
lose into sugar, each cwt. of air-dried saw­ 
dust would yield at least 27.4 quarts of 50 
per cent, brandy. 
Absinthe, the favorite intoxicant of the 
French, is almost always manufactured 
with alcohols of industry, ill-rectified, ren­ 
dered green by the addition of tlie sulphate 
of copper, and saturated with resin, so as 
to give it the beautiful greenish-white pre­ 
cipitate produced by pouring water on it, 
and which drinkers 
so much admire. 
“ Vermouth,” another favorite liquor, is 
adulterated w ith hydro-chloride of sul­ 
phuric acid, in order to give it a pungent 
taste. 
“ Kirsh ” is extracted from the 
leaves of the cherry laurel, and contains 
as much as twenty-two centigrams prussic 
acid per litre, instead of live or six centi­ 
grams. 
Rum is manufactured always with 
alcohol distilled from beetroot, to which is 
added ether and formic acid. 
The “ bou­ 
q uets” of brandies are manufactured by 
the action of sulphuric acid on castor oil. 
The coloring matters employed are ex­ 
tracted from logwood, t'.ie eider, sorrel, 
fuchsine and coal. 
Sucli is the trash 
which is daily consumed by the Parisinas.

ln June, 1878, Mr. Edison contributed 
to the North American Review an article on 
“The Phonograph and Its Future,” pre­ 
dicting the uses to which it would be put. 
In exactly ten years he sends a second pa­ 
per to the same journal, this time on, “The 
Perfected Phonograph.” 
H e now claims 
tli.it the future spoken of in the first paper 
has arrived. 
H e claims 
that in 
the 
phonograph we now find an illustration of 
the truth that hum an speech is governed 
by the laws of number, harmony and 
rythm , and that by the application of 
these laws we can register in visible lines 
and dots the equivalent for the emission of 
sound through the lips. 
H e announces it 
as an extraordinary fact that while the 
deepest tone our ears are capable of recog­ 
nizing 
contains 
sixteen 
vibrations to

second, the phonograph will 
re­ 
cord 
a 
tone 
of 
but 
ten 
vibra­ 
tions, 
and can 
then 
raise the pitch 
until we hear a reproduction from them. 
So, too, vibrations above the highest rate 
audible to the human ear can he recorded 
on the phonograph and reproduced by 
lowering the pitch. 
Thus by this instru­ 
m ent we actually attain to something of 
realization of the idea that has been en­ 
tertained that there are sounds to which 
the human ear is not attuned,and of which 
it is impossible for us to have a proper 
conception. 
Thus the phonograph will 
give us notes for which we have no musi­ 
cal forms of expression, and will produce 
for us a record of pulsations of sound 
waves that at present we are incapable of 
estim ating at their correct value, and 
which in fact we never can hear in their 
true pitch. 
Describing his perfected phonograph 
Mr. Edison places greatest stress upon the 
steadiness of motion secured to the revol­ 
ving cylinder by an electric motor, and 
upon the wax in place of the tin foil re­ 
ceiver of the impressions. 
In the first in­ 
strum ents exhibited ten years ago the 
cylinder was revolved by hand or clock 
work, the impression [date was tin foil, 
and the machines were purposely made 
heavy and coarse that the reproduced 
tones might lie heard in large halls. 
In 
the new machine, however, every thing is 
sacrificed to lightness, accuracy and deli­ 
cacy of vibrations of the diaphragm and of 
the record 
receiver. 
Instead of tin 
foil the cylinder is wrapped with a sheet 
of wax, and this receives a tracery of lines 
and dots from the stylus of the diaphragm, 
against which the voice is thrown, that is 
so delicate it often cannot be followed by 
the eye.

tant friends by the natural influence of 
direct vocal communication. 
W ith all these promises for the phono­ 
graph, and the almost limitless scope of 
the usefulness of the instrum ent in view, 
one becomes im patient for its introduction 
to the public. 
How long it will he before 
the little instrument will he brought w ith­ 
in the reach of the business world Mr. 
Edison does not inform us. 
But assuming 
all his claims for it to be good, it cannot 
be long before capital will begin to improve

THE STATE F A IR -H O W ALLCAN HELP. 


In another column is extended refer­ 
ence to the State Fair for 1888, and the 
preparations being made in various coun­ 
ties for the exposition of next September, 
together w ith some valuable suggestions 
concerning exhibits. Several counties have 
already entered upon the work of prepar­ 
ing for the departm ent of county exhibits, 
and it is to lie hoped that many more will 
take like interest. 
At the coming fair 
there will be a larger attendance of East­ 
ern people than at any former exhibition, 
and their attention will naturally turn 
first and most to the exhibits of the coun­ 
ties, for in them they will expect to find 
the productive capacity of California’s 
counties fairly illustrated. 
There wore ten 
competing county expositions in the State 
Fair last y e a r; there ought to he fifteen or 
twenty this season. 
It is one of the best 
paying investments to which the people of 
a county can give something of their 
energy and skill, to collect an i arrange 
these public object lessons. They tend 
directly to enhance the values of all lands 
in the counties exhibiting, by inducing 
settlement of new people in sections thus 
advertised, and the investment of more 
capital in the industries of the several 
counties. W hoever gives a day or two of 
labor in securing exhibits for t. ■ county 
department, or who advances means to 
defray expenses incident to the setting up 
of a county exhibit at the State Fair, con­ 
tributes directly and m aterially to one of 
the best and most direct means of adver­ 
tising the State and advancing its indus­ 
trial and productive interests. There ought 
to be constant growth and expansion of 
public spirit in this m atter.

W oman’s H ealth Protective Association 
was recently held, in New York, and at­ 
tracted a great deal of attention. 
The 
New York Star says: 
The association was formed four years ago by a 
body of active and public-spirited ladies, who, 
tired of appealing to the blow uudeist minings and 
slothful habits of their husbands and brothers, 
constituted themselves a volunteer committee 
of sanitary reform, which, undismayed by such 
epithets as “ Busybodies” and “ Meddlesome 
Matties,” has waged aggressive war upon the 
public nuisances of dirty streets and offensive 
smells. While otlicials were either indifferent 
or obtuse, these sagacious women have carried 
the drastic methods and keeu noses of the prac­ 
tical housekeeper into their self-ailotted labors. 
The accumululions of ashes and garbage iu the 
streets could no more escape iheir vigilance 
than a speck of dust ou the grand piano. The 
mild odors of bone boiling, of cow stables, of 
gas and slaughter-houses became a horrible 
stench iu their nostrils, and so tne ladies set 
about imploring, bullying and wheedling the 
authorities into tneir way of seeing and smell­ 
ing. The annual report of the secretary is a 
most interesting document, bristling with facts 
and pregnant with suggestion. While admit­ 
ting that the eitv is by no means as clean and 
sweet as it ought to be, the report linds reason 
for much congratulation upon the good already 
accomplished, the nuisances abated, and the 
consequent improvement of the city's health. 
The sly pokes it makes at otlicials for dereliction 
of duty are perhaps no more than those gentle­ 
men deserve for permitting the weaker sex !o 
outdo them in zeal and efficiency. 
No one can read the reports of the meet, 
ing and not reach the conclusion that the 
very best thing we could do in the domes­ 
tic economy of cities to secure sanitary re­ 
forms,would be to admit women to sanitary 
councils; indeed, to give them an equal, if 
not a controlling, voice in local sanitary 
legislation and execution. 
Woman’s na­ 
tural tastes are all cleanly; 
in defense of 
her family she will insist upon sanitary 
measures of the most effective ord er; she 
has an abhorrence of filth, and a keen 
sense for the detection of whatever pol­ 
lutes the atmosphere. 
By nature she is 
disposed to go to the heart of an evil, and 
to root it out vigorously—temporizing is 
not a part of her policy, and political 
manipulation would have little or no effect 
upon her adm inistration if given charge 
of the important trust of keeping a city 
clean. The success of the New York 
women referred to, the open acknowledg­ 
ment of their great services in securing 
sanitary reforms there, ought to be teach­ 
ing to all municipalities, and to suggest to 
city governors the introduction of new 
forces into the schemes of public sanita­ 
tion. Give women a place upon sanitary 
boards, and there is reason to believe they 
will be able to overcome and shame down 
aliout all the bitter opposition with which 
male officials meet in their efforts to secure 
cleanliness in the streets and byways and 
homes of our cities.

Many counties in the past have made 
large and attractive displays of the pro­

K rcom rof ndatlona Irom a Form er R esi­ 
dent o f Sacram ento. 
In answer to an invitation to attend the 
opening of the Permanent Exposition, J. 
O. Coleman, Secretary of the Improvement 
Association, has received a letter from E. 
A. Iic-ardsiee, dated at Eos Angeles, in 
which be says: 
11 Yourself and other interested gentle­ 
men have my best wishes and moral sup­ 
port for vour future endeavors and welfare, 
and 1 do 1)' lieve that your city and county 
will be the gainer by not a little during the 
coming year. I am still of the opinion 
which I expressed while in Sacramento, 
that it will be necessary to obtain two 
things and to in stitu y a third before you 
will be able to secure the desired settle­ 
ment, at least in the city. 
“ First, remove Chinatown from you 
midst, that is so obnoxious to each and 
every new-comer, and which is also an eye­ 
sore (to : ay the least) to the residents al­ 
ready there, but not so noticable to them as 
to new-comers and strangers, and which 
occupies one of the best business locations 
of the city ; till the slough, and work with 
the railroad people to this end, which will 
give them and you an equal chance. 
“Second, ontain clear, whole-some water 
for domestic purposes at least, which cat. 
readily and promptly be had—this one 
thing alone being worth to the city what it 
will cost to get it, and give more" satisfac­ 
tion to old and young than has ever been 
known or thought of. 
“ The last to be instituted is to make a 
little more free with money in many direc­ 
tions. The city in general would be greatly 
helped with a judicious expenditure of sev­ 
eral thousand dollars. Take down your 
old awnings, throw out the old wooden 
sidewaiks, and replace them with cement, 
concrete or other substantial m aterial; im ­ 
prove the old buildings, either by taking 
them down or building higher than one 
story—particularly on the principal busi­ 
ness streets; improve the wharfage, streets 
and alleys; prohibit the garbage in streets 
and alleys, etc., etc. This is no new idea 
to you and all, hut it must be accomplished 
by other means than talk. Don’t be 
afraid to put out the money ; you will have 
many a stranger within your gates during 
the next five years, or I cannot see beyond 
my nose.”

SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 
M eritorious E xhibit o f K ccent AVork of 
th e C lasses. 
Id one of the show windows of Wein- 
stock, Lubin & Co. space has been allotted 
the Sacramento School of Design (E, B 
C.ocker Art Gallery) for an exhibition of 
tbe most recent work of the more advanced 
pupils. The exhibition was made yester­ 
day and proves to be not only very attract­ 
ive, but in an artistic sense a very teaching 
display. It demonstrates that the school is 
making remarkable progrcrg ted that the 
purpose for which it was founded is being 
lully carried out. All the exhibits referred 
to are by pupils who began in the Sacra­ 
mento school and have passed patiently 
through the courses of drawing without 
any attempt to dabble in oil until the 
ground work was fully laid. W ithout any 
intention of making distinctions where ail 
the work is meritorious, still there 
are some pieces that are of espe­ 
cial 
prominence. 
Among 
these 
is 
a vigorously-drawn and strongly relieved 
oil sketch of a violin- and bow hanging 
upon a w all; an admirable little free-hand 
sketch in charcoal of a stretch of the Sacra­ 
mento river ; a large piece in oil of still 
life—a Highlander’s cap,.plaid and bag­ 
pipes ; an open book, with the skuil of one 
of the “ Donner Party” resting upon i t ;. a 
battle-flag captured by Confederates in 
Texas, and beside it a bayonet, aud be­ 
tween the two a canteen, fine in relief, bold 
in drawing and strong in light and shade , 
a charcoal portrait of “ Uncle John Doug­ 
las,” a good likeness ; a number of good 
heads drawn from life, and a handsome 
collection of charcoal drawings-from casts, 
masks, etc. A charcoal sketch of a demi­ 
john, and another of a bottle and other ob­ 
jects, from the same easel, are notably good 
examples. The pupils are entitled to the 
statement that in the entire collection there 
are no copies—every piece is from life, or 
still life ohj »cts, and the work is all of the 
every-day study of the classes, and not pre­ 
pared with any idea or intention of being 
specially exhibited. Judging the successes 
of the pupils by the work shown, the school 
deserves such patronage as will fill every 
chair in its rooms. It is a purely public- 
spirited enterprise, and maintained in the 
interest of an important branch of educa­ 
tion ru this city.

The W oodland Mail has the following: 
Tbe promise of the new era of prosperity, 
so long looked for by the people of Yolo 
county, is found in the now developing 
plans and purposes of the Capay Valley 
Land Company. 
Those who have not 
given particular attention to the projected 
railroad and town building enterprises in 
that beautiful valley, little know upon 
w hat an elaborate scale and with what 
careful preparation and detail this com­ 
pany is working to transform it into a hu­ 
man bee hive. 
For months past, W . II. 
Mills, the land agent of the Southern P a­ 
cific Railroad, has given his first thought 
to this work. 
It has almost monopolized 
his attention. 
H e has at his disposal 
something like thirteen thousand acres 
of Capay valley land, along the line of 
the new railroad. 
H is surveyors have 
blocked 
all

world, making known the beauty and the 
resources of Capay valley. 
The visitor at 
Mr. Mills’toffice will find him generally 
discussing the Capay valley enterprise, and 
the pictures, maps, etc., lying about him 
and in every corner of his office would 
lead a stranger to think that the chief 
business of the land departm ent of the 
great railroad corporation was confined to 
operations in Capay valley. 
And there 
would be more than half truth in asserting 
this to he a fact. 
As Mr. Mills explained 
to a Woodland gentleman this week, this 
effort to develop Capay is the initial ex­ 
periment of members of the railroad com­ 
pany to induce new people and new life 
and new ideas into Central Colifomia. 
And the opulent projectors of the enter­ 
prise have invested not only their money 
but their pride in it, and no one is foolish 
enough to imagine that they will begrudge 
any expense or effort in making their plans 
brilliantly successful. 
Elsewhere in these columns is the ad­ 
vertisement or second prelim inary an­ 
nouncement of the Capay Valley Company. 
It outlines briefly the idea of the fir.-t sale 
of Capay lands. 
This office is in receipt of 
a large litho-map showing the “ Bonynge 
Tract,” upon which is located the new 
town of Esperanza. 
The excursion to and 
auction sale of lots in this town will be an 
auspicious day, not only for Capay, but for 
all Yolo county. 
It will take place Satur­ 
day, the 23d of June. 
Millions of dollars 
of San Francisco capital will take a run 
up this way to sniff the country air and 
look the country over. 
“ W e expect,” 
said Mr. Mills. “ to give hundreds of tick­ 
ets away to the prominent business men 
and citizens of San Francisco. 
We are 
going to have the people there and we are 
going to sell the lots.” 
The map before us shows tbe railroad 
running east and west through the Bo­ 
nynge tract. 
The town of Esperanza, con­ 
taining 580 lots, lies entirely on the south 
side of the track. 
A plaza is reserved in 
the center of the town. 
Contiguous to 
and surrounding the town are the 61 
twenty-acre fruit and garden farms, upon 
which the railroad proposes locating a 
thrifty class of people. 
W hether any of 
these small farms will be offered for sale 
upon the 23d depends upon contingcnees, 
but Mr. M ills intends that all these shall 
be in the possession of actual setters, and 
the homes of actual

before 
Christmas. 
The Bonynge tract is a beautiful piece 
of land, and its deep and fertile oil is eas­ 
ily susceptible of irrigation. 
A handsome 
two-story depot is already completed in 
Esperanza, and a number of other substan­ 
tial improvements by private individuals 
have been commenced.

follow.

ABOUT CREOSOTE.

H ow I t is Mtt.li* a n d lY hat I t Is I’rin c i- 
p a lly U sed fo r. 
Creosote is a general name applied to 
the products obtained from the destructive 
distillation of wood, coal and other carbon­ 
aceous fuels, after the tem perature has 
risen above 200 or 300 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The oil thus obtained is termed creosote 
oil, and is an excellent preservative of 
wood. 
The philosophy of its antiseptic 
and preservative qualities is simple. 
The 
oil chokes up the pores of the wood, mak­ 
ing it solid, and preventing the further 
entrance of air, moisture or life. 
No ger­ 
minal life can exist in wood thoroughly 
creosoted. 
The oil contains insoluble tar 
acids, not only antiseptic in their nature, 
but also j>ossesses jxiwer of coagulating 
the albuminous or fermenting elements 
of green, sappy or unseasoned wood. 
H eavily resined, fatty fine wood, sub­ 
jected to a heat of 300° to 760° Fahren­ 
heit, w ithin closed iron cylinders, yields 
by distillation and condensation an excel­ 
lent wood creosote oil, suitable for the 
preservation of wood. 
W hen this oil is 
analyzed it is found to contain about five 
per cent, of tar acids, about fifteen percent, 
of the lighter oils, and at least eighty per 
cent, of the heavier oils, insoluble in either 
fresh, brackish or salt water. 
Experience 
shows that preservation of tim ber is m ain­ 
ly due to those creosote oils which require 
over 400° Fahrenheit for their volatiliza­ 
tion, and th at the pure creosote, with less 
tar acids, and with less light oils, gives the 
best results. 
Creosote oil is forced into 
wood by means of hydraulic pressure. The 
improvements made upon the old charring 
processes are very great. There is a carbon­ 
ized process which takes ordinary open- 
grained pine timber, and subjects it to a 
dry, radiant heat, w ithin suitable cylindri­ 
cal surfaces, in such a manner as to drive 
out of the tim ber most of the sap and al­ 
buminous matter, drying the inside of the 
timber, charring its outside, and leaving 
the wood with its pores wide open, and in 
condition to be completely filled with the 
oil. 
This process does not render the tim ­ 
ber brittle. 
¡Sawed lumber only requires 
eight pounds of the oil per cubic foot. 
In 
logs used for piling, twelve pounds of cre­ 
osote oil per cubic foot is all th at is nec­ 
essary for its preservation. 
During the 
manufacture of creosote oil, a pyroligneous 
acid is condensed in the still. 
The acid, 
in its crude aud undiluted state, is an ex­ 
cellent disinfectant. 
The progress made 
in creosotiug tim ber w ithin the past few 
years has been so great it would he unsafe 
to predict to 
w hat extent it will be 
carried. Wood will be made more lasting 
than any building material.—New York 
Mail and Express. 


F la n n e l M a d e o f V e g etab les. 
Vegetable flannel is a textile material 
largely manufactured in Germany from 
the pinus sylvestris. 
The tiber is spun, 
knitted and woven into under garments 
and clothing of various kinds, for which 
medical virtues are claimed. 
There are 
two establishments near Breslau, in which 
pine leaves arc converted into wool and 
flannels. 
The process for converting the 
pine needle into wool was discovered by a 
Mr. Pannewitz. 
In the hospitals, peniten­ 
tiaries and barracks of Vienna and Bres­ 
lau, blankets made from that m aterial are 
exclusively used. 
One of their chief ad­ 
vantages is that no vermin will lodge in 
them. 
The material is also used as stuff­ 
ing, closely resembles horse hair, and is 
only one-third its cost. 
W hen spun aud 
woven the thread resembles that of hemp, 
and is made into jackets, spencers, draw­ 
ers and stockings, flannel and twill for 
shirts, coverlets, body and chest warmers 
and knitting yarn. They keep the body 
warm without heating, and are very dura­ 
ble. The factories are lighted w ith gas 
made from the refuse of these manufact­ 
ures.—Exchange. 


W hy N ew E n g la n d e rs I.e a v e H om o. 
An old farmers of seventy yeais’ expe­ 
rience writes to the Boston Budget that the 
reason why young country-bred men leave 
tiie parental acres endeared to them by 
family tics and early associations, is not so 
much due to those considerations as to the 
stubborn fact that the climate of New E n­ 
gland, Massachusetts especially, has mate­ 
rially changed w ithin a few years. 
We 
have now in this latitude hut two seasons 
—winter and summer—the former holding 
sway for ten months and the latter about 
two. 
Practically there is no fall and 
spring, and the soil-eultivator has no 
chance to compete w ith Southern produc­ 
tions, which, owing to the superior and 
rapid steamer communication and climatic 
conditions, can supply our markets with 
early vegetables weeks in advance of our 
local supplies. 
Farm ing in New England, 
unless combined with horse and cattle- 
raising and m ilk production, with cash 
capital behind, is not so profitable in Mas­ 
sachusetts, Vermont, New H am pshire and 
Maine now as in vears gone bv. 


R a b b it’s N erv e In a H a n 's H a n d . 
The British Medical-Journal contains a 
full aud scientific account of a remarkable 
Operation recently performed by Dr. Ger- 
sung, of Vienna, lieing the transplantation 
of a nerve from a rabbit to a man. 
The 
patient is Professor von Fleisclil, a distin­ 
guished physiologist of the University of 
Vienna. Sixteen years ago he was pois­ 
oned liy a cut during a post-mortem. 
His 
thumb had to lie amputated, a disease of 
the nerve intervened, and after some years 
the whole system of nerves of the thumb 
and two first fingers was affected and be­ 
came very painful. Gersung’s operation 
consisted in taking as long a piece as possi­ 
ble of the sciatic nerve from a rabbit, 
which was still palpitating, and inserting 
it in the place of six centimeters of the 
deceased median nerve cut from Fleischl's 
hand. 
For a few hours there was great 
pain. T his then entirely subsided and 
healing began. 
Two months have now 
elapsed and the pain has not returned. 
The success is believed to be permanent.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


H ow to P u t on G loves. 
A great deal depends on the first putting 
on of gloves. Have the hands perfectly 
clean, ury aud cool, and never put on new 
gloves while the hands are warm or 
damp. Where a person Is troubled with 
moist hands it is well to powder them be­ 
fore trying on the gloves; but in most 
eases, if the hands are dry and cool, this is 
not needed. 
First, work on the fingers, 
keeping the thumb outside of the glove 
a id the wrist of the glove turned back. 
When the fingers are in smoothly put in 
the thumb and work the glove on verv 
carefully, then placing the eibow on the 
knee, work on the hand. When this is 
done smooili down the wrist and button 
the second button first, then the third, and 
so on to the end. Then smooth down the 
whole glove and fasten the first button. 
Fastening the fir.-t last when putting on a 
glove for the first time makes a good deal 
of difference iu the fit, although it may 
seem but a very little thing, it does not 
strain the part of the glove that is the 
easiest to the strain at first, and prevents 
the enlarging of the button hole, either of 
which is sure to take pilace if you begin at 
the first button to fasten the glove. When 
removing gloves never begin at the tips of 
the fingers to pull them off, but turn back 
the wrist aud pull off carefully, which will, 
of course, necessitate their being wrong 
side out. Turn them right side out, turn 
the 
thumb in, smooth 
them length­ 
wise in as near as possible the shape they 
would be on the hands, and place them 
away with a strip of white canton flannel 
between if the gloves are light, but if 
dark-colored the li.mnel may be omitted. 
Never roll gloves into each other in a wad. 
for tiiey will never look as well after. 
There is always some moisture in them 
from the hands; consequently, when rolled 
up this moisture has no chance of drying, 
and mast work into the gloves, tusking 
them hard and stii.“ and of very little use 
after as far as looks or fit are concerned.

H ow S he S av ed th e U nion—T h e C a ro tltu - 
tlo n W u a C o m p ro m ise. 
Pennsylvania, by general consent and 
from her local position, has long borne the 
name of the Keystone State. In the pict­ 
ures emblematic of the E Pluribus L nnm 
nature of our Government, she appears as 
a wedge at the top of the arch. 
Without 
any disposition to begrudge her honors, re­ 
gard for history compels us to say that in 
a political sense New Hampshire is en­ 
titled to the appellation, or to one equally 
honorable. It was her vote in acceptance 
of the Constitution of 1787 that rendered 
the instrument an accomplished fact. Our 
land was thus transformed from a loose- 
jointed confederacy into a nationality 
which, from small beginnings, has become 
one of the foremost Powers of the earth. 
Not only did New Hampshire thus cast 
the decisive vote, but she revived the 
fainting spirits of the Unionists in other 
Slates, and so insured the complete failure 
of the obstinate resistance of North Caro­ 
lina and Rhode Island. 
The National Constitution was adopted 
September 17, 1787, by the Convention ap­ 
pointed by the resolution of the Congress 
of the Confederation, passed on the 21st of 
the preceding February. By Article VII., 
and in the concluding paragraph of the 
instrument, it was provided that “ the rat­ 
ification of the Conventions of nine States 
shall be sufficient for the establishment of 
this Constitution between the States so 
ratifying the same.” 
The reason for this 
two-thirds rule is obvious. Had a unani­ 
mous ratification been conceded as es­ 
sential, any one recalcitrant State might 
have nullified the wishes of all the others. 
If a mere majority had been deemed suffi­ 
cient, the acceptance might have been 
made by seven of the minor States, infe­ 
rior in wealth, intelligence and influence 
to their six opponents. The Convention 
struck the mean between the extremes, 
aud as the result showed, acted with pro­ 
found sagacity. The opposition in most of 
the States was by no means contemptible. 
In some it was really formidable, includ­ 
ing men like Patrick Henry, of Virginia, 
of whose patriotism it was impossible to 
doubt. The Constitution was a compro­ 
mise, and, like all compromises, surrendered 
points of great importance. As the sequel 
showed, the eoucessions regarding slavery 
and the foreign slave trade were well nigh 
ruinous. Men of clear perceptions and 
sensitive consciences perceived the danger, 
but they also conjured perils which have 
never menaced the national well being. 
Omniscience is not an attribute of human 
wisdom, aud generalizations from a part of 
the whole are seldom infallible. 
Yet, put­ 
ting ourselves as well as we can in our 
great grandfathers’case; imbuing ourselves 
with 
their colonial and sectional preju­ 
dices, and viewing the constitutional new 
departures as rash incursions into the un­ 
tried and unknown, we cannot wonder that 
they were fearful and even factious. 
It must be remembered, too, that party 
spirit ran high in the last century’s eight­ 
ies. 
A most burdensome war "had just 
closed; the ex-colouists had enjoyed their 
freedom-seeking fling, and having had 
their dance, the financial piper was now to 
be paid. The debt was conceded by all, 
but there were many views as to the best 
mode of payment. The old Confederation 
was an admitted failure, nut there was no 
disposition to return to an actual monarch­ 
ical rule or to intensify features that were 
confessedly anarchical. Still, the Feder­ 
alists inclined to monarchical conservat­ 
ism, without monarchical flummery and 
absolute class distinctions, while the Dem­ 
ocrats favored as close an approach to 
pure equality as could he made without 
loosening all social and political cords. 
The Constitution was an attempt to con­ 
ciliate both extremes. 
As such it was presented to the people 
in the fall of the year 1787. Discus­ 
sions were the order of the day. The 
newspapers argued for or against it edito­ 
rially, and, as was the fashion of the time, 
admitted long dissertations signed by Pu­ 
blius, Brutus, Catnillus and so on. ’ The 
Federalist, now a constitutional classic, 
had its origin in this practice. Calm dis- 
cussioas in print were not all. Stump 
speakers had their say, and the masses be­ 
came greatly excited. The support of the 
proposed measure lay chiefly in the cities, 
while in the rural districts the people were 
generally opposed to the national charter. 
Few or no newspapers were then read by 
the farmers, and, with the help of dema­ 
gogues, they were made to see heresy and 
aristocratic perfidy in every section. The 
Convention of the little State of Delaware 
was the first to adopt the Constitution— 
December 7, 17S7. Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, the «States nearest to Independence 
Hall and the then chief city of the nation, 
followed ou the 12lh and 18th of the same 
month. Georgia, on the remote Southern 
border, and controlled by a few planters, 
who were gratified with the conservative 
action on slavery, ratified on the 2d of 
January, 1788. Connecticut did the same 
a week later, and Massachusetts accepted 
the situation in February. 
Tilings had thus far progressed as favor­ 
ably as the friends of Union could hope, 
but a powerful opposition had developed 
in Maryland, Virginia, North and South 
CaroiiDa, New York, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island. It was not until April 2Sth 
that LTnion principles gained the victory 
in Maryland. Nearly a month later the 
South Carolina Convention adopted the 
Constitution, and on the 21st of June New 
Hampshire did the same. Nationality was 
now an accomplished fact, and all further 
resistance was fruitless, though it might be 
continued in a purely 
factious spirit. 
W ithin six days the Unionists of Virginia 
were enabled to announce their victory 
over their well-meaning but wrong-headed 
adversaries. New York ratified on the 
26th of July, leaving only North Carolina 
and Rhode Island out in the cold. The 
first of these States came round in the fol­ 
lowing November, but the plucky inhabi­ 
tants of the little “ Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations” kept up their re­ 
sistance until May, 1790, and were only 
brought round at last by the prospect of a 
Custom-house blockade which the Union 
proposed to enforce against them. The Con­ 
federation was now a Nation, and New 
Hampshire deserved special thanks lor its 
becoming such. 
At the start it looked 
very much as if she was going to act the 
other way. 
Her Constitutional Convention met at 
Exeter, February 13, 1788, and after ten 
days adjourned, simply because the friends 
of Union saw that if the question were 
then put to a vote they were sure to be de­ 
feated. Subsequently, abzut the middle of 
June, the Convention reassembled at Con­ 
cord. 
Its debates were not reported, hut 
the speech of Jonathan Atherton, the 
leader of the opposition, has been pre­ 
served. It was specially directed against 
the clause which allowed the continued 
importation of slaves until 1808. Tradi­ 
tion has also hauded down his arraignment 
of slave representation. 
“ If property,” he 
said, “ is to be represented in Congress and 
in the Electoral Colleges, our neat stock is 
as well to be counted as the black cattle of 
the South. By this slave representation 
you put the yoke on your own necks, and 
make the slaveholders masters at the North 
as well as at the South.” 
The last day of the Convention was one 
of intense excitement. When the final 
vote was 
taken constitutionalism 
tri­ 
umphed, but there were few votes to 
spare. There were fifty-seven in favor of 
the Constitution and forty-six against it. 
Messengers were at once dispatched to all 
the hesitating States to announce to them 
that their opposition was useless, and that 
the American people were now united un­ 
der an accepted Constitution. The New 
York Convention was then in session, and 
the action of New Hampshire gave new 
strength to the Union cause. The similar 
course of Virginia followed that of New 
Hamjishire loo speedily to have beeu oc­ 
casioned by it, for the news could nut have 
traveled tnat far in any five of those ante- 
rallroad and ante-telegraphic days. 
Had 
New Hampshire decided otherwise it is 
highly probable that New York might 
have beeu obstinate in her opposition, or at 
least materially have delayed her act of 
ratification. The spirit of the opposition 
was everywhere very intense; more tierce 
indeed than we are accustomed to attribute 
to the “ good old times.” 
On the 4th of July the ten ratifying 
«states held a great celebration at Phila­ 
delphia, but in other parts of the country 
the triumph of nationality was a sore and 
even forbidden subject. At Providence a 
mob of a thousand men compelled the 
omission of all reference to the Constitu­ 


tion in public exercises on Independence 
Day. In some instances, also, newspaper 
offices were raided, simply becaase their 
managers favored the adoption of a na­ 
tional bond of union. 
Most of these sav­ 
age spirits lived long enough to perceive, 
and in many cases to admit, that they had 
been wrong, hut there is little doubt that 
their heads, not their hearts, were in 
fault. 
It would require a lively imagina­ 
tion to depict the fate of our country had 
it remained under the straw bonds of a 
confederation. 
New Hampshire's constitutional centen­ 
nial should he celebrated on the 21st of 
June, were exact chronology to be respect­ 
ed. Great services are often rendered 
where humble instrumentalities are exer­ 
cised, just in season to promote some im­ 
portant object, or avert some dire calamity. 
Viewed in either of these lights, the little 
«State of New Hampshire deserves much 
credit for doing the right thing at the 
right time.—J. P. T. in Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial Gazette. 


O s te rlia u t H itc h e d to th e C oast. 
Smith W. Osterhout, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., has just returned from spending the 
winter on the Pacific slope, and while he 
was there he traveled pretty extensively 
among the timber regions, and as a practi­ 
cal lumberman, found much that inter­ 
ested him. 
He estimates that there aie 
about 50,000,000,009 feet of redwood tim­ 
ber standing in California waiting for the 
ax and saw, and about four times that 
amount of fir. The redwood will average 
75,000 to 100,000 feet to the acre, while 
some especially fine tracts will run up as 
high as 200,000. it grows almost entirely 
in mountainous regions, and logging is 
more expensive and harder work than in 
Michigan. The trees are often six, eight, 
ten and twelve feet in diameter, and some 
have been found twenty-two feet through, 
and it is almost impossible to handle logs 
of that size. The trees are chopped and 
sawed down, into lengths, and are then 
cut 
hv 
steam 
donkeys and 
usually 
hoisted upon 
the logging ears to be 
transported to the mills. 
At many 
of the mills streams have been dammed 
up 
to 
form 
a 
pond 
into 
which 
the logs are dumped, and then drawn up 
by chains to the saws. 
In the modern, re­ 
cently built mills, the handsaws have been 
adopted almost exclusively, and give good 
satisfaction, especially in handling the 
large size logs. 
In many of the older 
milis, “ mulay ” or the upright saw is used, 
and in others .a combination of three saws 
does the work. Many Eastern capitalists 
are going into the Pacific slope forests 
making investments and operating, espe­ 
cially in Oregon and Washington Terri­ 
tory, where the fir and pine grow. The 
redwood lands are held mostly by Califor­ 
nians, but Michigan and Minnesota men 
are getting a hold there too. The red­ 
wood is especially useful for siding, roofing 
and interiors, being almost fireproof, while 
the fir is used extensively for joists, floor­ 
ing and timbers. The two kinds of lum­ 
ber work well, and are extensively used to­ 
gether in house building. The California 
lumbermen seem now to be doing well, but 
it has only been since the “ boom” started 
that they have prospered.— Eastern ex­ 
change,

A N o t-F o rg o tte n J o k e . 
W e never know what nerve we are 
touching, or what violence we may be do­ 
ing, when attempting to make merry over 
the peculiarities of a stranger. Tile fol­ 
lowing teaches a lesson, which well-inten­ 
tioned young persons will be glad to learn 
before punishing themselves for being too 
careless with their fun. 
Residing in tire suburbs of Boston we 
frequently meet in the horse-car a man of 
about 60 years of age, once noted for his 
“ practical jokes,” but who became almost 
wholly cured of that low fun by the fol­ 
lowing incident, which took place a num­ 
ber ol years ago: 
Going home one evening, our joker sat 
at the upper end of the car next to a 
young man. who, the moment he took his 
seat, went oil into an apparently sound 
sleep, unconscioas of everything around 
him.

U nique T e le g ra p h S y stem . 
There has been growing up among the 
farmers of a county in Michigan a tele­ 
graph system which might he generally 
extended throughout the rural districts 
everywhere. 
The system began by two 
farmers connecting their houses with a 
wire for their own convenience and oper­ 
ating their line with the Morse instru­ 
ments. Gradually other farmers extended 
the line to their houses, aud after a time 
the wire was run into the neighboring 
village. 
Seven years ago the combined 
farmers and a few village merchants or­ 
ganized themselves into a company, and it 
lias since been extended until now it ha3 
sixty-five miles of wire and ninety offices, 
two-thirds of the latter being in farm­ 
houses, anil nearly all the rest in stores 
where the farmers do their trading. One 
or two newspaper offices, as many more 
railroad freight offices, the county tele­ 
phone exchange and the larger postoffices 
are all connected. 
Every farmer is his 
own operator, battery man and line re­ 
pairer. 
Of course any quantity of private 
communication is kept up between the 
stockholders of the independent system. 
There are two are three independent sys­ 
tems of these lines in operation iu the 
couDtv, arranged so that they can be con­ 
nected with each other at intersecting 
points, and the whole scheme is being 
worked very cheaply aud successfully.— 
Chicago Times. 


P a p e r fo r C ig arettes. 
“ There are three kinds of paper used in 
making cigarettes.” explained a manu­ 
facturer of these articles. 
“ Thev are 
made from cotton and linen rags and from 
rice straw. 
Cotton paper is made ehiefly 
in Trieste, Austria, and the linen and rice 
paper in Paris. 
The first, manufactured 
from the filthy scrapings of rag-pickers, is 
bought iu large quantities by manufactur­ 
ers, who turn it into pulp and subject it to 
a bleaching process to make it present­ 
able. The lime and other substances used 
iu bleaching have a very harmful influence 
upon the membrane of the throat and 
nose. 
Cotton paper is so cheap that one 
thousand cigarettes can 1» wrapped at a 
cost of only two cents. 
Rice paper is 
rather expensive. 
Tobacconized paper is 
manufactured. 
It is a common paper 
saturated with tobacco in such a way as to 
imitate the veins of the tobacco leaf very 
neatly. 
It is used in making all-tobacco 
cigarettes. 
Arsenical preparations are 
also used in bleaching cigarette papers 
and oil of creosote is produced naturally 
as a consequence of combustion. This is 
very injurious to the throat and lungs, 
aud is said to accelerate the development 
of consumption in any one predisposed to 
the disease.”—X. Y. Mail and Express.

In tai interview held by George Alfred 
T ow nsend (“ G a th ” ) w ith Senator Stan­ 
ford ju st prior to iris soiling fee Europe, 
a n d w hich is published ir. th e San F ra n - 
•cisco Examiner, appears the follow ing upon 
leading topics now before th e A nternan 
'■jieople. 
M r. Stanford being asked K he 
felt th a t there wars necessity for fortifica­ 
tions and defenses along th e Pacihe coast, 
re p lied : 
' 
pacific coast tefekses. 
“ T here is only one point there, I th in k , 
w hich requires fortifications or batteries of 
som e kind, aed th at if San Francisco. T hat 
city lies very near the sea, and forts a t the 
Golden Gait would hardly answ er all the 
conditions. 
A bar m akes out and affords 
anchorage for a good m an y m iles for bom b 
vesse;s and even w ar ships. 
I th in k that 
som e kind of a floating b attrry , w hich can 
be m oved from p ein t to point, taken out to 
sea and brought in again, is w hat m ay be 
required th e re ; bu t so far as the Pacific 
coast and th e general fur W est are con­ 
cerned, th ey have a rem arkable protection 
in th e new lines of railroad. 
F rom Nev.1 
O rleans there ru n s closa to our boundary 
line a contiim ous railroad to th e Pacific, 
and c p the coast, defended by a wall cf 
m ountains ; r.nd yet nearer the sea we ha7c 
a railroad to San Francisco, and if that 
place sh o u il ever be occupied we have a 
line o f raii w hich goes to the rear o f it by 
w ay of Stockton. 
T he new Oregon line 
ascends by the aid of the N orthern Pacific 
railroad to the Canadian Pacific frontier, 
and then the U nion Pacific and N orthern 
lie , close w ithin th e northern boundary 
clear back to th e lakes. 
T he fact is, by our 
railroad system 
we 
could assem ble a 
m illion of m en ir. ten days from ttris now 
populous country.” 
THE CALIFORNIA BOOM. 
In reply toaq u astio n concerning the boom 
in this 8tate, Mr. Stanford said : 
“ Yes: there have been large additions to 
th e 
population, 
and 
m any passengers 
carried. 
H ow ever, the new com ers have 
m ade m ost 
cf th e m oney, since they 
bought from the old people at sm all prices 
and unloaded upon new er arrivals. 
1 have 
been apprehensive, however, th at the spec 
ulative passion of our people w ould get 
• real estate too high and result in som e dis­ 
couragem ent or disaster. 
T he beet portion 
of the State I consider to be in th e north, 
but there the properly is held in large tracts, 
and if 200 acres o r so were sold to a new 
settler, the old settler would have to begin 
to fence, and th at w ould cost him m oney. 
Those w ho go to Uos Angeles and there­ 
abouts have iheir chief concern in a fine 
clim ate, and they get it. 
A good mar.v, 
toe, have been prosperous in th eir orange 
groves, from w hich in several cases they 
have received about $350 an acre for the 
fruit alone—a m arvelous percentage. 
Up 
to th e present tim e our orange production 
is w ithin the line of the hom e consum p­ 
tion. 
I have alw ays been an advocate of 
bringing people to th e coast. 
It is a long 
way, and those w ho come first ought to 
have the best chances. 
To th at end, X have 
said I w ould rather bring 20,000 passengers 
ou t for nothing th an charge an excess-ve 
rate. 
U nfortunately, the dillerent corpora­ 
tions w hich break the continuous journey 
from th e E ast to the W est have been indif­ 
ferent about sending passengers over the 
n ext extension. W e have a great expanse of 
country between cu r coa3t and th e M issouri 
river. 
T he rate now from Chicago to Cal­ 
ifornia is about .$00, second-class, and the 
facilities are quite fair for sleeping as well 
as traveling. 
To come to the coast and get 
settled is a m atter perhaps of $300 to $100, 
the accum ulations of a plain m an ’s years. 


B ut silver you see everyffhete and in everv 
land.” 
* 
Farmers anu liquor-sellers. 
I asked th e G overnor if he thought agri­ 
culture suffered tinder the tariff. 
Said h e : 
** I have often said th at by the 
last census there were n ot m ore th an 20,000 
m ale adults on all the Pacific coast engaged 
in agriculture. 
T he entire num ber of m en, 
vromeu and children in agriculture was 
less than 100,000. 
Now, these 20,000 m en 
supplied all th e Pacific coast people w ith 
breadstuff* and exported besides 1,000,000 
cecTals of w heat. 
It was done by th e ap­ 
plication of m achinery, and this should 
never be lost sight of in considering devel- 
tn en t in A m erica. O ar people have m et 
nearly all the tantalising conditions op­ 
posed to them by invention. 
A nd o se 
thought I have alw ays had in connection 
w ith th e university 1 am building, is th a t 
it shall aid m ankind, especially in the 
U nited States, to increase the food anrfi liv­ 
ing facilities, so th at there m ay be less 
poverty. 
W e have in California 20,000 
iiqaor-seXSers, equal to the num ber of per­ 
sons engaged in agriculture ; the cu e class 
Í3 supplying h um an w ants and th e other 
increasing them .” 
REfeSUCCANS Atm 
DEMOCRATS COMPARED. 
T he conversation took a turn in the d i­ 
rection. o f politics and of Mr. Cleveland. 
Mr. 
’Stanford 
sa id : 
“ T he 
Republican 
pcrtj- has so m uch intelligence in it that it 
disagrees an d looses control. 
T he D em o­ 
cratic party has alw ays been governed by a 
m inority, and I suppose alw ays will b e ; 
they rath er like a m aster. 
M r. Cleveland, 
I'suppose, fc popular w ith them because he 
m akes it unhappy for their politicians. 
S o m e tim e ago there was a strike at W a­ 
satch, in th e coal m ines, ami instructions 
cam e froir. som ew here th at the m eu should 
knock off w ork. 
Nobody seemed to have 
any grievance, bu t they knocked off w ork 
because th e boss had ordered it and gave a 
good deal of bother to the coal interests and 
the rat!road, bu t finally other m en were 
obtained, and m any o f those strikers have 
never had w ork since. 
T hey do not know 
to thi3 day w hy they were called from 
work, nor w ho was the boss. 
T his is a 
good deal like the Democracy, as com pared 
to th e R epublicans. 
CLEVELAND AN AUTOCEAT. 
“ T he R epublicans quarrel if there is 
ever so sm all a boss to be seen in sight, 
w hile the D em ocrats never become fully 
enthusiastic 
till 
their 
feel their boss, 
w hether his nam e is Jackson or Cleveland. 
Mr. Cleveland is very unpopular w ith these 
D em ocratic Senators and Congressm en, but 
see how their C onventions obev him . 
An 
O riental country w ould hardly show a 
greater condition of disciplined obedience. 
I am told th at he has vetoed som e forty 
tim es as m any bills as all other Presidents 
pu t together. 
T he veto pow er is liable to 
become very dangerous by its frequent ex­ 
ercise. 
T he R om ans had Tribuues who 
exerted the veto power, arw! they finally 
were suprem e. 
T he President's use of the 
veto has m ade him very strong over his 
party and over Congress. 
H e can strike 
out the appropriation for a public building 
and terrorize 200 Congressmen out of 300. 
Such an exercise of the veto pow er I do 
not th in k was ever designed. 
T he E xecu­ 
tive, arm ed w ith such a great pow er as 
th at—one m an correcting four or live h u n ­ 
dred in the Legislature—m ust use it but 
seldom . 
Add to th at the discretionary 
power w hich Congress has conferred upon 
the President's M inisters—say the Secretary 
of the T reasury—and there never was a 
tim ew hen the Executive rules os now . H ere 
is th e Secretary of the Treasury, authorized 
at his discretion to lendnionev to this hank 
or that, as he pleases. 
O f course the fiscal 
power has to be carc-ful how it offends him . 
These assum ptions very often come from 
persons who have had but little previous 
acquaintance w ith th e Governm ent, and 
therefore do not have th e fears of expe­ 
rienced heads.” 


T he fares therefore should be kept low and 
the real estate not be m aintained at m erely 
speculative figures if we are to continue to 
derive th at benefit.” 
PACIFIC COAST PROTECTieNISTS. 
“ A m I to understand th at protection is 
m ore popular on the Pacific coast th an in 
som e other parts of th e c o u n try '” 
“ W ell, yes ; alm ost everybody out there 
is a protectionist. 
It is generally recog­ 
nized th at our fruit industry is to be the 
basis of our prosperity in the future. This, 
by the new tariff bill, is assailed. 
Our 
prunes are m enaced from France and else­ 
where. 
T he people th in k they ere entitled 
to at least th at safeguard w hich existed 
w hen they planted. 
W ine, also, or the 
grape and dry raisins, m ake one of our 
great features. 
Then lead is m enaced a l­ 
ready by the term s of its adm ission in con­ 
junction w ith silver from Mexico. 
If the 
value of the silver exceeds th at of the lead 
in the bar it comes in free. Sem e o f our 
strongest m ines have a great excess of lead. 
T he coal interest on the Pacific feels the 
need cf som e protection. 
W e use an enor­ 
m ous.am ount of coal, and there is a tariff 
(d 75 cents a ton. 
H er.ee these enterprises, 
w hich are hardly of age, are sensitive, and 
into our m arket everybody wants to press. 
I have-been conservative on the question of 
com m ercial intercourse, hu t it ie plain to 
m e th at our people have so m any interests, 
such an expanse of country, and so m uch 
anxiety and pride in w hat'tiirv arc doing, 
th at the tariff lies very near their hearts.” 


TH E DUTY ON WOOL. 
“ W h et is to bo said on th e subject of 
wool and the tariff ? ’ 
“ I am considerably the largest ow ner in 
th e M ission Mills, of San Francisco, w hich 
have a reputaiion for fine btankets. 
If-1 
were to consult m y ow n interests, I would 
probably favor the adm ission of A ustralian 
wool, whose long staple is required in con­ 
junction w ith our own wool tor that blan­ 
ket w ork. 
B ut it is incom patible w ith the 
protection of ou r ow n sheep. 
Indeed, m y 
friend, the students and doctors have got 
to apprehend this great fact in existing 
civilization, th at intercourse is so close anil 
universal th at hardly a single branch of 
m anufacture in A m erica could ire m ain­ 
tained if there was absolute com m ercial 
freedom . T ake those very m ills I tell you 
of. 
W e pay C hinam en w ho work in them 
$1 35 per day ; we could take the m achin­ 
e n ' out of the m ill and ship it over to 
China, aud there get th e sam e or better la­ 
bor for ten cents a day. 
No m an would 
w ant a better opportunity th an this to 
achieve th e greatest fortune of m odern 
tim es. 
B ut no m an who has consideration 
for his country, an d his country people, 
w ould like to see any such step taken. 
Therefore we shall be brought, I think, to 
face the problem of our own country and 
its unexam pled freedom of trade between 
ocean and ocean an d zone and zone. A p ­ 
plying the free trade system to the problem 
of cheap labor in Asia and other parts .of 
the world, a s á th e peculiar expertuess of 
those Asiatics, I say th at you have only to 
go far enough.to sh u t up every m ill in this 
country. 
T he people have already closed 
the Chinese out, and are dem anding m ore 
legislation. T he bill now before Congrest 
exacting more care about readm issions on 
certifica.ts wii,. I have uo doubt. 
Yet, suppose tb a "

S ergeant H arw ich E xplains th e Unueul 
U henosnena. 
T he Signal Service notes on the solar 
phenom ena of yesterday will be found as 
follow s: “ Between 11:30 a. m. and 1:30 
p. m. yesterday there was a bright and well 
defined solar halo oi 22° radii.” W hen the 
sky is hazy, and presents a dull, m ilky ap­ 
pearance, we frequently notice around the 
sun or m oon, a colored circle having a 
radius of 22°, the sun occupying the center 
of the circle. 
Such was the case yesterday 
at noon. T he inner edge of the circle was 
colored red, and the outer a pale blue, the 
colors were well defined and distinct. Such 
a circle is never seen w here the akv is ciear. 
The sky 
w ithin th e circle 
was m uch 
darker th an for several degrees urn.side the 
circle. 
W henever lialo3 are form ed about the 
sun the a¡r is tided w ith fine prism atic 
crystals of ice—as was the case w ith the 
upper stratum of air yesterday—and these 
crystals occupying every possible position 
w ith respect to the su n ’s light. T heabove- 
d escriben halo is form ed by the light of the 
sun shining through thes'e crystals of ice. 
Since th e su n ’s rays contain all th e colors 
of the spectrum , these different circles are 
form ed sim ultaneously and 
superposed. 
T he red projecting on the inside is u n m in ­ 
gled w ilh any other color, and is therefore 
pure ; all the other colors are m ore or less 
m ingled, but in unequal proportions, so 
th at the outer portion of the halo is nearly 
w hile. 
Such a halo m ay be form ed in 
m idsum m er, because at a m oderate eleva­ 
tion above the earth's surface the 
densed vapor of the air is frozen 
the hottest weather. 
The form ation o f halos m ay be experi­ 
m entally illustrated by crystallizing som e 
salt like alluru upon a glass plate and then 
looking through ;he plate at th e sun or a 
candle. 
A few drops of a saturated solution 
of alum spread over a plate of glass will 
soon cover it w ith a layer of m inute crys­ 
tals. 
If we place the eye close behind the 
sm ooth side of the glass and look at a cau­ 
dle, they will be se*m surrounded by three 
halos of different dim ensions. Each crystal 
of alum is a regular o cre lro:., w ith th e six 
angles truncated, form ing the outline of a 
cube. 
It lias, therefore, four inclined to 
each other at. angles o f 70°, 90° and 110°, 
and these angles occupy every possible posi 
tion wilh respect to the glass plate. 
The 
sm allest halo is form ed by the refraction of 
¡he rings of light through a pair of faces 
inclined to each other a t an angle of 
70°, etc. 
T he tem perature, wind and w eather af 4 
a . m . yesterday was 53“ , s o u th e a s t. 6 iniB s 
per hour, and clear: ¡2 m , 77°,’north, is 
miles, and clear; 7 v. m., 78°, sc u 'h , 3 
miles, and fair. 
T he average tem perature 
was 69°, being 2° w arm er than ihe norm al 
for that day. 
T he highest and lowest tem ­ 
perature was 80° and 52°, with a rapidly 
failing barom eter during the afternoon. 
Yesterday was the first tim e since the 16th 
(>t May th at the daily average tem perature 
w as w arm er th an th e norm al. 
It has been 
ranging from 2° to 11° cooler each day since 
the above date until yesterday. 
H alos and m ock suns, or sun-dogs, are 
supposed to indicate approaching storm s, 
but in this country they are not alw ays a 
sure forerunner of storm s. 
T here was a very fine pair of “ mock 
suns,” or sun d igs, between 5:30 and 6 30 
i*. m. yesterday, w ith the circle around the 
sun, but lath er indistinct.
